New York, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—Gov. Folk’s 
chief trust hunter, Attorney General Had- 
ley, who is striving to put the Standard Oil 
company out of Missouri, spent several hours 
to@yy questioning Henry H. Rogers, vice 
president of the company. The records asa 
net result of the examination show that— 

(a) Mr. Rogef#s ts in the ofl business. 

(b) He is a director of the Standard com- 
pany of Indiana. 

All other questions he either parried or 
declined to answer by advice of counsel. 
When directed to reply by Commissioner 
Sanborn, who has been taking the testimony 
in the office of Henry Wollen at 74 Broad- 
way, the witness continued defiant. 

The main question’ were certified by Mr. 
Sanborn, and the Supreme court of this state 
which issued the commission for the exam- 
ination will be asked to compel Mr. Rogers to 
reply. 

The little room in which the proceedings 
were held was ¢ven more crowded today than 
yesterday. When Mr. Rogers appeared every 
chair was occupied, and the narrow aisle be- 
tween the tables was.jammed with newspa- 
per men, artists, photographers, spectators, 
and messenger boys. 


Squelches Busy Sketch Man. 

The witness had great difficulty in reaching 
the seat reserved for him and he looked as 
though he did not relish the bad air of the 
place. Nevertheless, he seemed to be in the 
best of humor, only showing displeasure 
when he saw an artist trying to draw his pic- 
ture. Then Mr: Rogers arose from his seat 
and with trembling hand pointed at the 
sketch man. 

“TI request most earnestly, Mr. Commis- 
sioner,’’ he said, ‘* that you forbid any picture 
making while Iam under examination.” 

The artist immediately withdrew from his 
commanding position on the other side ef the 
room and hid his drawings under the safe. 
Mr. Sanborn promised thaé the witness would 
not be noyed again. 

Whe r. Rogers was leaving the building 
for lunch at 1 o’clock he found an army ef 
photographers lined up on the curb ready to 
snap him. Instantly his face flared with 
anger and he made a rush at the bunch. All 
fled but one, who snapped just before the 
Standard Oil man reached him,”’ 

“Thank you, sir,’’ he said, touching his 
hat. He then shouldered his camera and 
walked off. Mr. Rogers’ foot was half raised 
as if for a kick, but he dropped it again with- 
out doing any damage to the photographer or 
his camera, and marched away with ongof 
his counsel. 


Beams Good Naturedly at All. 

Mr. Rogers wore a blue four in hand tle, 
into which. there was thrust a pear! pin. 
His face glowed with a healthy color, and 
he beamed good naturedly through his 
glasses at everybody, in the room. He fre- 
quently smiled at Attorney General Hadley, 
who sat within;two feet of him across the 
narrow table. 

If Mr. Rogers'suffers trom asthma, as he 
said he did yesterday, he showed no signs 
of it. Once in the afternoon, however, he 
asked for a short respite, so that he could get 
some fresh air. Hereafter the sessions will 
be held at 67 Wall street, where-a much 
larger room has been put at the disposal of 
the tommissioner. 

The examination of J%r. Rogers scarcely 
had begun before there was a liyely tilt 
between William V. Rowe and the commis- 
sioner. Mr. Rowe is one of the attorneys 
for the witnesses, and had been. told re- 
peatedly on.Friday that he had no*right to 
interrupt the proceedings. He continued to- 
day to advise the witness not to, answer 
questions, and finally Mr. Sanborn said: 

“Mr. Rowe, rom will have to leave this 
room.”’ 

“I will not leave the room,’ 
lawyer, defiantly. 

“This investigation will not proceed ‘until 
you do,’ said the commissioner.

‘I would like to pour oil on the troubled 
waters,”” said Mr. Hadley. ‘I propose we 
adjourn until 2 o’clock.”’ 

The suggestion was adopted. 

During the recess the commissioner and 
Mr. Rowe came to an agreement. He was 
allowed to stay in the room and give advice to 
his clients when asked to do so. 

‘State your name, residence, and occupa- 
tion,’ said the attorney general to Mr. Rog- 
ers. 

‘That is not a proper question for me to 
answer,’ replied the witness. 

‘*T am the judge of whether the question ig 
proper or not,”’ said the inguisitor, sharply. 
Finally, Mr. Rogers told his name, and said 
he was in the oil business. Thereafter the 
examination proceeded in the utmost good 
nature on both sides. 


Stands on Personal Rights. 

Q.—What oil company or companies are you con- 
nected with? A.-—I decline to answer by advice 
of counsel. 

Q.—In reference to this answer do you claim any 
privilege under the constitution or the laws of the 
United States, the state of New York, or the state 
of Indiana? A.—f claim my personal right. 

Q.—Do you mean that to answer might tend to in- 
criminate you or subject you to penalty or forfeit- 
ure? A.—I do not. | 

Q.—If on the commissioners’ certifying this 
question and your refusal to answer to the Supreme 
court of the state and it should order you toanswer 
would you claim pucha privilege? A.—That would 
be determined at the time. 

Q.—By whom? A—That ‘would also be deter- 
mined at the time. 

Mr. Rogers admitted that he was a di- 
rector in the Standard Oil company of Indi- 
ana, but he refused to tell whether he was a 
stockholder. He also refused to say whether 
he knew what individual or corporation 
owned or ¢ontrolled a majority of the stock. 

Q.—Do you decline to answer on account 
of any personal privilege? 

Mr. Hageman—Do you mean self-incrim-

Educated Colored Woman Plain- 
tiff in Unique Suit. 


LOSES A’ TRIP TO EUROPE. 


Sues for $10,000, Claiming She Moves 
in High Social Cireles. 


. New York, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—What a col- 
ored woman thinks of society in generaland 
Washington society in particular is a part of 
the record in a case now pending in the New 
York courts: . 

Mrs. Anna J. Cooper is the negress in ques- 
tion. She is a graduate of Oberlin college and 
assistant principal of the Washington high 
school. Shé lives at 1706 Seventeenth street, 
Washington, D. C. 

Some time ago, Mrs. Cooper, through the 
influence of Mrs. Beulah Ray Penny, wife of 
Prof. Penny of the Kansas Staté university, 
signed an application for membership in an 
‘‘around the world excursion,’’ managed by 
Frank G. Clark of New York. She paid her 
deposit and received a reply from Clark, who 
wrote: 

‘““Weshould ! glad indeed if you decide to 
go with us. We can assure you a delightful 
trip.’’ 

Color Bars Her Out. 

Three days later Clark learned that Mrs. 
Cooper was a negress, and therefore returned 
her monéy and denied her application to join 
the excursion. 

Mrs. Cooper thereupon sued Clark for 
$10,000 damages and then engaged passage 
to Europe on her own account. She tagged 
the Clark party around Europe, visiting the 
places they visited, and paying her way with 
$500 vorth of travel tickets she had bought 
from another excursion firm in New York, 
but she missed, as she explains on the stand, 
the valuable educational features in the shape 
of fhe lectures of the guides that took part 
in the excursion. 

In explanation of her demand for dam- 
ages, based on an alleged breach of con- 
tract, Mrs. Cooper declared: 

‘As a woman of education and refine- 
ment I suffered considerable indignity 
and p»mortification when the fact became 
known among my friends in Washington that 
I -vas not to be a member of the Clark tour, 
and that my deposit had been returned.”’ 


Claims Social Standing. ©

CIVIL WAR IN ECUADOR; 
REBELS IN TWO PROVINCES. 


Republic’s Minister to United States Is 
Called Home to Lead the Army 
Against Insurgents. 


GUAYAQUIL, Jan. 6.—President Garcia to- 
day declared the republic to be in a state of 
war. 

Col. Larrea, secretary of war, has been ap- 
pointed commander of the center army. 

The revolutionary forces under Col. Teran 
hold Tunguragua and Chimborazo provinces. 

Gen. Leonidas Plaza, Ecuadorian minister 
to the United States; has been called to as- 
sume command as chief of the army. 

Troops continue marching into the intertor. 


Gen. Plaza Sails for Home. 

New York, Jan. 6.—Gen. Leonidas Plaza, 
minister from Eucuador to the United States, 
who makes his official residence in this city, 
sailed for home today on the steamer Tagus, 
in response to an urgent cablegram from 
President Garcia, summoning him to Guaya- 
quil to take command of the government 
troops in opposing the revolutionary forces 
under Col. Teran. 

The cablegram to Minister Plaza came late 
last night. and he made immediate and hur- 
ried preparations for his departure. Theca- 
blegram, in addition to stating that the re- 
public had been declared to be in a state of 
war, conveyed the information that one gov- 
ernment battalion, numbering some 800 men, 
had gone over to the rebels. 

Gen. Plaza, who is a former president of the 
republic, is counted on to hold the govern- 
ment troops loyal.

Text of an Odd Appeal. 

The odd letter is as follows: 

Gentlemen—A -merchant’s appeal to his fellow 
merchants: What follows has no referefice, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to the Freeport Hardware 
company, which is in good standing anda credit 
and of which I am an official. This is purely an 
individual matter. 

I believe when a man wants help, the manly, 
straightforward way is to ask candidly for it and 
all fair minded business men will approve the 
course rather than slaughter his property. 

My situation is this: I am 62 years old and 
have been in active business some forty years. 
Some considerable success has attended my efforts. 
Helping others has prevented me from accumu-~- 
lating largely. Some recent losses have left me 
with property pledged for debts which threaten to 
take it. It occurred to me to appeal to a few 
thousand business mén to send me $1 each, which 
would help me out of my difficulties.

Murder of Mrs. Gentry. 
Of all this list of violent deaths, the most 
tragic and startling was the murder of Mrs. 

Gentry in her apartment, at 582 La Salle 

street. It occurred at 11:30 a. m. The first 

that any one knew of the attack on her life 
was when she staggered into the apartment 
of Dr. Daniel J. Doherty, just beneath her 
own flat, and gasped with such difficulty 
that her words could barely be Gatingwenyn 

‘“* He—cut—my—throat.”’ 

“Who did?’ inquired the startled — 
clan. 

The young woman attempted to answer, 
but grew rigid, sank to the floor, and within 
three minutes was dead. 


Suspect Makes His Escape. 

Frank J. Constantine, 20 years old, a room- 
er in the Gentry apartment, was at orce sus- 
pected of the murder. Constantine, who is 
said to be the son of an Itallan family in 
New York, fied from the building at 
the time the murder was committed after 
attempting to borrow a hat from the jani- 
tor. The police traced him to 151 Clark 
street, where he attempted to pawn a dia- 
mond ring. He later took a cab, giving the 
cabman a direction to a railroad station. 
Tae police have not yet been able to trace 
him from that point. Every cab driver in 
Chicago is being interviewed. 

From the information the police were able 
to gather of Constantine, he isa young man of 
careless habits, who claimed to receive @ re- 
mittance of $50 a week from his relatives, 
with whom he was on bad terms in conse- 
quence of his wayward acts. He was e spend- 
thrift and had borrowed 87 or $8 from Mra, 
Gentry, who had quarreled with him on thet 
account. His sister had written him the day 
before begging him to return home and sen@ 
ing him a few dollars. 


Gentrys Married Six Months. 

Mrs. Gentry’s husband is president of the 
Universal Trading and Supply, a mail order 
house at 101 Lake street. She was an artist 
of talent. They had been married six months. 
He and his wife lived on terms of the greatest 
affection. He was too much prostrated to 
talk much of the murder last night, but of 
one thing he was certain—that his wife was 
entirely blameless and lost her life while at- 
tempting to escape after improper advances 
had been made to her. 

The husband professed to be Inclined to be- 
lieve that the attack on his wife followed a 
quarrel with the roomer in which Mrs. Gen- 
try had asked for the return of the money 
she had loaned him. The police do not think 
much of this theory. Neither do they credit 
the possibility of an attempted robbery by 
Constantine. 

Mrs. Gentry, when she was slain, wore a 
valuable pearl necklace. She had diamond 
rings on her fingers. After the murder her 
purse was picked up just outside the physi- 
clan’s door. It contained $7. She evidently 
had dropped it there while ghe tried to sum- 
mon assistance. Evidently the attack on 
her was the result of infatuation. 


Room Rented to Constantine. . 

Constantine on Dec. 13 sought a room with 
the Gentrys in the Sheridan apartment build- 
ing in La Salleavenue. He wasaa young men 
of pleasing address. He wore good clothes 
and created a good impression, so he was 
given a room, although he came with norec- 
ommendation, and, as it now appears, could 
not have obtained one from the last place 
where: he lived. 

Just what occurred yesterday morning im 
the Gentry fiet is not definitely known. 
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There were but two persons there at the 
time of the murder. One is dead. The other 
is a fugitive. Mrs. Gentry is known to have 

intended to spend the afternoon at the home 

Of her mother, Mrs. Mary Hughes, 723 Wells 
street, and she dressed herself with much 
care, as if for an afternoon reception. 

Constantine is supposed to have been in 
his room, separated by several apartments 
from the room occupied by Mrs. Gentry. 
. The theory of the police, and this is generally 
accepted by Mr. Gentry’s friends, is that he 
_Made advances to Mrs. Gentry, either as she 
Was going out or just before she donned her 
wraps. Mrs. Gentry, from all accounts, 
would have been exceedingly indignant over 
any such attentions. 

Whether, as the police believe, the young 
woman fought off an attack on herself or 
whether the conflict arose over remarks to 
Constantine concerning his debt to her, it is 
certain she was attacked by the youth at the 
outer door of her flat just as she was about 
to leave. She wore her winter wraps. A 
single stroke of the razor was sufficient, the 
incision reaching nearly to the spinal column. 


Razor Owned by Another Man. 

The razor was the property of J. George 
Scott, another roomer, who is associated with 
Mr. Gentry in. business, and it had been left 
in the bathroom that morning by the owner. 
The razor later was picked up from the floor 
of Constantine’s room and its case also was 
in that apartment, giving, in the opinion of 
the police, some evidence of premeditated 
“murder. — P 
_. From the blood stains and other evidences 
. found by the police the subsequent steps of 
the dying woman and her murderer were 
traced. Holding her left hand to her throat 
to keep the blood from gushing forth, Mrs. 
Gentry staggered down toward the Doherty 
apartment. The deep red stains remain upon 
the white marble wails that line the stair- 
Case and upon the landing, where it seems 
that she must have fallen. Then raising her- 
self again, she reached the door of the phy- 
sician’s flat and rang the bell. 


Maid’s Scream Brings Doctor. 

A maid answered the summons, and stag- 
gered back when she saw her, blood upon 
her face and hands and streaming from 
her throat down upon her sealskin coat. 
The maid’s cry brought the doctor from his 
office, and he reached the door in time to 
catch Mrs. Gentry as she fell. 

He carried her to his kitchen and laid 
her upon the floor. Endeavoring to stop the 
flow of blood, he found that she was beyond 
medical aid, and she expired three minutes 
later. 

in addition to the almost inarticulate words 
that came from Mrs. Gentry she pointed to 
the floor above when the physician attempted 
to question her, before sinking to the floor 
beside the clothes rack, which her hands had 
grasped as she entered the room. 


, Constantine’s Hurried Flight. 

Constantine's acts can be traced by the 
signs of confusion left in his room. His 
trunk and closet were ransacked and 
letters of importance were taken. Then, 
seizing a light summer overcoat, he fied 
down the front stairway, past Dr. Doherty's 
door, where Mrs. Gentry was dying. He 
ran through the basement toa rear entrance. 
There he met Janitor Thomas Lindboe, whom 
he asked to findahatforhim. As the janitor 
turned to comply Constantine ran into the 
@reaway and out into Carl street. 

He was without a hat and that fact gave 
the police their first clew as to the direction 
he had taken. 

It was learned that he purchased a few 
minutes later a dark blue cap with a gray 
stripe in it and a black visor at a clothing 
gtore at Division and Wells streets. At the 
- game place he bought a white muffler. From 
the clothing store he took a Wells street car 
and went downtown wheré later the police 
learned that he attempted to pawn a diamond 
ring at Weber%’s, 151 Clark street. From that 
point, he engaged a cab and gave directions 
to some railroad station. This was at 12:30 
o'clock, and from that time the police appear 
to have lost track of him. 

When he got into the cab he had exchanged 
the cap for a derby hat’and wore a high 
stancing collar instead of the turned down 
ecllar that he wore when he fled from the 
ecene of the crime. 

It was learned that he had a ticket to New 
York which his sister had sent him. 


Police on the Trail. 

A wagon load of policemen in charge of 
Max Heidelmeier soon reached the flat and 
took charge of'it. Assistant Chief Schuettler 
and Inspector Lavin took charge of the case. 
Descriptions of Constantine were sent to 
every police operator and instructions given 
to watch all the railroad stations. 

There was little among Constantine’s per- 
sonal. effects too give the police a clew to his 
identity. He was said at first to have been a 
wayward son of John Constantine of New 
York, a real estate man, but Mr. Constantine 
said last night in New York he did not know 
the man. A letter was found from a sister 
Clara, begging him to come home. He had 
told the Gentrys that his family sent him an 
allowance of $50 a week. 

Mrs. Rosa Constantine, widow of Vito Con- 
stantine, who keeps a grocery in “little 
Italy,’’ at 309 East One Hundred and Elev- 
enth street, New York, said last night that 
she has a son Frank, 22 years old, who used 
to be a shoe store salesman, but who is of a 
roving disposition and has been away from 
New York seven months. She does not know 
where he is. His father kept a little grocery 
and lived back of it. 


Constantine a Puzzle to Scott. 

* Constantine was a puzzle to me,”’ said Mr. 
Scott last night, “and the night before the 
tragedy I d a long talk with him in an 
effort to find out something about him. He 
said he did not have to work. 

“Mrs. Gentry was a woman absolutely 
above reproach, who thought everything of 
her husband, and who was doing everything 
she could to assist him in his finances. She 
would not look at a man other than her hus- 
band, and I am certain she would have re- 
sented by every means in her power any pro- 
posals that would not be consistent with her 
high ideals.” 

It develops that Mrs. Gentry told the wife 
of the janitor a few days ago that she feared 
she would be killed. When asked to explain 
the remark she laughed in a nervous way, 
but did not go inte details. } 

Previous to her marriage Mrs. Gentry 
Was an artist. She had been graduatéd from 


an art school, and was employed for a time 
by the Acme Portrait company. 


Acquaintance Comes by Chance. 

Constantine’s acquaintance with Mrs. Gen- 
try came about by the merest chance. About 
Thanksgiving he answered an advertisement 
of a furnished room inserted by Mrs. Peter 
Meyer, 19 Carl street. a neighbor and friend 
of Mrs. Gentry. He looked at the rooms, ahd 
| when he stated that they were not suitable 
* @Ghe offered to introduce him to a friend who 
had a room for rent. She took him to Mrs. 
Gentry’e apartment and he rented a room 
there. 

Constantine at once became a friend of 
both the husband and wife. He accompanied 
them to theaters and at Christmas gave 
them both presents—a necktie to the oneand 
a box of handkerchiefs to the other. He 
evidently was attracted by Mrs. Gentry. but 
conceaied his infatuation in the presence of 
others. He seemed to be well educated, 
dressed well, and spent money freely. He 
was introduced to many of Mr. Gentry's 
friends, who took a liking to him. 

Constantine’s Chicago Record. 

Previous to renting the room in the Gen- 
trys flat Constantine had resided for a time 
with a family named Lane in Lake View. 
While at Lane's he expressed a wish to se- 
cure some kind of political employment. 
Lane advised him to apply to Assistant 
State’s Attorney Harry Oleon, who sent 
him to a ward captain. Mr. Olson said last

The inquest wags heldin Linn's undertaking 
rooms at 1884 North Clark street, It 
Was a peculiar) scene in the little room 
which. wound |up the tale of two 
months’ guilty | relations between this 
man and woman. The husband of the 
woman appeared fascinated by the sight of 
her face, the eyes shut as in sleep, the brown 
hair streaming over the pillow, and a little 
red streak on the|temple, the only sign of the 
conflict of the night before in the alley. 

But in Almberg’s bearing the story was 
told. He showed no deep grief—possibly a 
tinge of‘regret and an added depth of 
thought. He seemed to be staring at a scene 
which previously) had been veiled from him. 
His attitude wasjone as near indifference as 
the circumstances and his numerous weep- 
ing relatives would allow. ° 

As he told the story of his domestic affairs 
to the coroner a4 dog howled in>the alley 
and two canaries/jin their cages on top of sep- 
arate coffins almost broke their little throats 
singing gay songs a: each other. 


' Little Happiness in the Home. 

It developed that there had not been much 
happiness‘in the flat at 1517 Aidine avenue, 
where Almberg, his wife, and their 6'year old 
daughter lived.

Marx. He saw the frequent bickerings, the 
small quarrels over inconsequential things. 
Almberg’s commonplace views of life, and 
his cold temperament ill accorded with her

Moeller had taken a room there, andthe first 
night they met they sat for a long time 
laughing and chatting. 


Moeller Vain and Talkative. 


Moellér was quick witted and vain: In a 
few days he saw there was trouble between 
the Almbergs, and as Mrs. Almberg did not 
seem averse to his society he became con- 
vinced that she was in love with him. 
letters found in his pocket support this 
theory. To the restless woman this man 
with his fluent, picturesque talk of life in 
various parts of the world, of adventure by 
land and sea, and his brilliant expositions cf 
the philosophy of socialism and of the doc- 
trines of free love, soon came to fillina 
measure the gap in her own life. 

Moeller’s room was small and mean. On 
‘the walls are still three pictures, One is 
that of the Christ, with a crown of thorns, 
another is a ship battling with a/storm at 
night, and another is of Karl Marx. A wall 
map of the Twenty-sixth ward also is dis- 
played, for Moeller was the captain of his 
party in that ward, and Chicago correspond- 
ent for a sccialist paper published in Rock- 
ford, Il.

Stein told him 
to hunt another room as soon as he found out 
that Moeller’s money was giving out. The 
talk about the fortune did no good. He got 
his ultimatum four daysago. Utopia seemed 
far away. The socialist, the idealist, the 
failure in life, determined to kill himself, but 
he determined at the same time to make a 
spectaculdr exit out of this world, and to 


take with him the woman whose love he had 


won for a short time and lost again. 

So he began to drink. Friday morning he 
started out and wandered from saloon to 
saloon. Late in the afternoon he entered the 
barber shop of A. Anderson, 1717 North Clark 
street. He was intoxicated. 

‘*‘T am going to kill myself because my girl 
has gone back on me,”’ he annotinced. * You 
will read all about it in the morning papers.’’ 

No one paid any attention to him. He often 
had spoken of “ his girl ’’ to the barber. 


Enters His Room by Window. 

After this he went to his room. For scme 
reason, which only his disordered brain 
could answer, he did not go in through the 
door, but through the window where his love 
nates came from. Stein was sitting in the 
next room. He heard the noise. 

**I opened the door,’ he said. ‘* Moeller 
was badly frightened. He tried to hold 
the door on me,”’ 

That was the last time he was seen by his 
friends: From there he went directly to 
1794 North Clark street, where he bought a 
revolver of Paul E. Held. 

This was shortly after 7 o’clock. At the 
same time Mrs. Almberg left her own house 
to take her daughter to the house of Mrs. 
Alstrand, 1779 North Clark street. She left 
the girl there, saying she was going to visit 
her sister. When she left her husband and 
when she left her friend she appeared pleas- 
ant and untroubled. 

But she did not go to visit her sister. The 
couple. met at Garfield avenue and North 
Clark street about 8 o'clock. After that, it 
is believed, they wandered the streets, the 
woman listening to the man's persuasions 
to léave the city with him and trying to calm 
him, finally refusing him absolutely, and try- 
ing to make her way home. 

In the alley across the street from her 
sleeping husband the woman became the 
victim. The man led her to the edge of the 
gulf and because she would not leap with 
him he kiHed her and then himself. 

‘**He did not know what love was,’ said 
Stein. ‘‘ He was a beast and he wanted to 
do something to take away the stain of a 
common suicide.’’

SHOOTS THO: KILLS SELF, 


WILLIAM PERKENS WOUNDS WIFE 
AND HER MOTHER.

‘After Upbraiding His Spouse, Colored 
Man Fires at Her, Then Pursues 
Other Woman—Both Fall Probably 
Fatally Wounded — Slayer Runs 
from House, Eluding Police, but 
Returns and Cuts Throat—Found 
Dead Few Hours Later. 


William Perkins, colored, shot and mor- 
tally wounded his wife last night after he had 
charged her with being unfaithful to him. 
Mrs. Mary Smith, his mother-in-law. also 
colored, was shot and probably fatally 
wounded when she tried to intarfere, Then 
Perkins, after he had eluded the pursuit of 
the police for nearly two hours, returned to 
the hcuse at 95 Twenty-sixth ‘place, where 
he had committed his crimes, and gashed his 
throat with arazor. When the police found 
him he was dead, lying at the rear of the 
place. 

The police say Perkins had been out 
ployment for some time. Until a few weeks 
ago he had been separated from his wife. 
Last night he returned to the home, and, the 
police say, became enrage@ when he saw 
two negroes hurrying from the rear door. 

Without waiting for any explanation he 
drew a revolver from his pocket, and, seizing 
his wife, Eva, placed the weapon close to her 
left eye and fired. After she had fallentotha 
floor he coolly placed the revolver againat 
her right side and again fired. A third bullet 
shattered her right arm. 


Shoots His Mother-in-Law. 


Mrs. Mary Smith, mother of the injured 
woman, who was in the room was the next 
victim. 

“TI told you I'd get. you,’’ called Perkins 
as he dashed after her and fired, the bullet 
striking her in the back. ‘!I have brooked 
interference from you long enough.’’ 

A second shot struck her in the left side 
and pierced the left lung. At the Provident 
hospital, where both were taken, it was said 
that they probably wauid die. No hope is held 
out for the wife of Perkins. 


Flees Breathing New Threats. 

Perkins after the shooting rushed from 
the plece. Calling to Elsie Snfith, a 6 year 
old daughter of Mrs. Smith, and who had 
witnessed the shooting, and had burst from 
the house in an effort to attract the attention 
of neighbors that he would ‘‘ get her néxt,”’ 
he fled. 

Two hours later Perkins returned to the 
place, after having escaped the search of the 
police, and cut his throat with a razor. |The 
body was found by Detectives Wagner and 
McGuire as they were walking in the alley 
at the rear of the house. It was taken to 
undertaking rooms at 2804 State street. Per- 
kins was 28 years old, his wife being five 
yearn his junior. 


NEW HAVEN DEATH MYSTERY 
GOES STEP NEARER SOLUTION.

Police at Work on Theory That Murder 
Was Not Committed in Bedroom, but 
Elsewhere in House. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 6.—Detectives who 
are seeking to unravel the mystery surround- 
ing the death of Charles A. Edwards, New 
York, at the Hiller home Tifesday night have 
evolved a new and more sensational murder 
theory. 

The fact became known today for the first 
time that the authorities have some reason to 
think that Mr. Edwards was not shot as he 
lay in bed in the guest chamber where his 
hody was found, but that he was carried into 
that chamber after the shooting and vlaced 
in the bed. This theory is based on the dis- 
covery of several blood spots on one of the 
stockings worn by Mr. Edwards. He was 

_found in bed dressed in his underclothes and 
stockings. 

The left stocking was wrong side out as if 

the wearer had put it on that way by mistake, 
and at the top of the instep were a number 
of small drops of blood. On the bottom and 
side of this stocking there was considerable 
lint, while there was no lint on the other 
stocking. 
. Reports circulated.during the day that poi- 
son had been found in‘the body were denied 
by the surgeons who assisted in the autopsy, 
but the result of the chemist's examination 
was nevertheless awaited withinterest. Un- 
officially it was stated tonight that a quali- 
tative analysis of the contents of Edwards’ 
stomach had disclosed tracé# of morphine 
poison. 

Detectives have been at work today to learn 
if Edwards was in the habit of taking mor- 
phine, or if he took it on this occasion at 


the suggestion of some one else to induce 
sleep after a day of activity and worry.

SAYS THAT IT IS SUICIDE. 


Deputy Coroner So Holds, but the 
Family Declares It Accident; 
Had Won Distinetion. 


Considerable mystery surrounds the tragic 
death yesterday morging of young Jay Byrne 


Eger, 21 years old, regarded as the most 


promising student®in the Academy of Fine 
Arts, who was found asphyxiated in bed 
yesterday at his home, 753 West Van Buren 
street. Deputy Coroner Anderson decided 
that he had ‘‘ committed suicide while tem- 
pordrily insane,’’ but the young man’s fam- 
ily protest vehemently against such a find- 
ing. insisting that death was due to the 
accidertal breaking of a gas lamp. 

‘Motives for suicide were utterly lack- 
ing,” declared ‘his brother, Wells Eger, “* in- 
asmuch as his health, financial affairs, and 
artistic prospects had never been better.’’ 

Eger was a graduate of the West Division 


High school and-a member of the Third }_ 


Presbyterian church, Ogden avenue and Ash- 
land boulevard, where the funeral services 
will be held at 2 o'clock this\afternoon. 


Drawing Given First Prize. 

He had studied at the Artinstitute and the 
Academy of Fine Arts, where one of his draw- 
ings, ‘‘ Evolution,’’ recently wae given the 
first prize. In May he began studying the 
Japanese language under Tokusaburo G. R. 
Horikiry with the intention of pursuing his 
art work in Japan. 

“T saw him the evening before he died,”’ 
eaid his Japanese instructor, “‘and he was 
full of plans for making more rapid progress 
toward a mastery of the language. He was 
decidedly happy, and I am suresthat suicidé 
was far from his thoughts.” 

Horikiry scouted thé suggestion that young 
Eger’s studies in Japanese thought had itn- 
bued him with something of the oriental dis- 
regard for life, making suicide pessible ina 
moment of depression. 


Also Sought Laurels as Author. 
‘In addition to his drawing, he had been en- 
gaged for several months in writing a long 
essay on “ Nature,’’ which he hoped to 
publish. 

When found in his room in the morning by 
his father, Jacob Eger, a few disconnected 
and incoherent sentences upon the subject 
of the essay were found ona table near his 
bed. A student’s gas lamp, which he had 
placed near by upon a chair, had been 
knocked to the floor and one end of the tube 
disconnected from the burner. Somnambu- 
lism is the father’s explanation of his death. 


JACOB RUSTMAN A SUICIDE. 


Overwork and Worry Drive Head of 
Jefferson Ice Company to Kill 
Himself.

Overwork and fear that increasing compe- 
tition would prove his ruin are said to have 
driven Jacob C. Rustman, president of the 
Jefferson Ice company, to suicide. Rustman 
was found dead yesterday morning in the 
office of his company at 27 Grand avenue. 
He was shot through the head and a revolver 
with an empty chamber was lying beside him. 

Dr. Charles Venn, the family physician, 547 
Milwaukee avenue, who Spoke for the fam- 
ily at the residence, 1708 Humboldt boule- 
vard, declared his belief that business wor- 
ries affected Rustman’s mind. 

‘*Mr. Rustman,”’ said he; ‘‘ was so worried 
that he did not know what he was doing. He 
made contracts to deliver ice at a certain 
price a year ago. The price advanced, and 
Rustman, to fulfill his contracts, would have 
had to pay a higher price than he would re- 
ceive. For two weeks he has been practically 
insane. He Aas been afflicted with insomnia 
for two months.”’ 

Mr. Rustman worked late as usual Friday 
night at his office. On being urged to go 
home by his manager, C. Brunkhorst, he said 
that he would sleep all night at the office, as 
he was less likely to be disturbed there. 
When Mr. Brunkhorst reached the office at 
9 o'clock in the morning he found his em- 
ployer’s body lying just inside the door, death 
having ensued several hours before. 

“It was plainly a case of overwork,” said 
Mr. Brunkhorst. ‘‘ We had a good many 
contracts unfilled, it is true, but we had 
started to cut ice at Powers lake. Prospects 
were good. 

‘‘Mr. Rustman started the company twen- 
ty-five years ago with one ice wagon. He 
kept ‘increasing his business until he had 
fourteen depots in Chicago with 115 wagons 
and’ icehouses at Powers lake, Silver lake. 
Benedicé, and Winona. His finances were 
in. good condition. He must have been worth 
around a million dollars.”’ 

Rustman was 4 years old. He came to 
Chicago with his parents from Hanover, Ger- 
many, when he was 9 years old. 


FIGHT CAUSES PANIC IN STREET. 


John Lambert Fires Revolver at Fred 
Kessler—Pedestrians Flee Into 
Doorways. 


Fred Kessler, 35 years old, an electrical 
worker, narrowly escaped being shot by John 
Lambert last evening at’ Fifth avenue and 
South Water street. 

The fight caused a panic among pedes- 
trians, who fled to nearby doorways. Kessler 
and Lambert were passengers on a north 
bound Southport avenue electric car. When 
Lambert was leaving the car at South Water 
street, Kessler attacked him, but the former 
drew a revolver and fired two shots at Kes- 
sler. One of the bullets went through Kes- 
sler’s hat. 

Lambert escaped. According to the police, 
Lambert paid attention to Kessler’s wife and 
caused the latter to leave her husband and 
three children more than a year ago. 


FOUND DEAD WITH THROAT CUT. 


Body of Timothy Fallon Is Discovered 
in Room at the Great West- 
ern Hotel. 


Timothy Fallon, a freight handler, was 
found dead in'‘his room at the Great Western 
hotel yesterday afternoon. The man, appar- 
ently had committed suicide about midnight. 
The police learned he had not been working 
for a month and it is believed he was despon- 
dent. 

A blood stained razor was found on the bed. 
The body was removed to Rolston’s under- 
taking rooms. 

Oswald Clingman, 43 years oid, died at the 
county hospital in the afternoon as a result 
of injuries he inflicted upon himself with a 
razor Thursday afternoon while in his house, 
247 Winchester avenue.

John M. Pattison’s Health Shattered 
by the Exertions of the Campaign 
and an Attack i 4 Malaria; May Be 
Unable to Take Part in the Stren- 
uous Program Arranged — Avptrives 
at Capital Too Ill to Greet Friends 
and Consults His Physician. 


Columbus, O.. Jan. 6.—[Special.]—For the 
first time in the history of inaugural parades 
in Ohio. John M. Pattison, who Monday is 
to take the oath as governor, will stand 
on foot warmers in a glass cage, erected 
especially for him. 

Tonight, however, there is said to be some. 
doubt whether his. physical condition will 
permit him to do more than take the oath 
of office. He may be unable to participate 
in the round of exercises and social functions 
planned by the Columbus board of trade for 
inaugural day. 

The framework for the glass cage has been 
erected. Tomorrow men will be engaged 
in fitting in the glass. It is located in the 
middle of the reviewing stand, is about ten 
feet high, About twelve feet square inside and 
has a peak roof. Mr. Pattison and his party, 
standing within and fully protected from the 
weather by the glass. will be able to see the 
parade, both as it approaches and as it 
passes. 


Health Shattered by Campaign. ; 
These precautions for the benefit of the 
executive-elect’s health have been taken at 
the suggestion of Congressman Garber, who 
was chairman of Mr. Pattison’s campaign 
committee. Mr. Pattison was exhausted by 
the strain of'the campaign. Following his 
election he Was further overwhelmed by 
thousands of applications for appointment. 
These applications came in the mail and in 
person, with the result that Mr. Pattison 
was soon completely knocked out. 


Southern Trip Hurts Him. 

With his vitality at a low ebb, he sought 
to recuperate in Florida, but instead of being 
benefited by that trip, his health was in- 
jured. He contracted malaria of the most 
annoying type, and the most careful nursing 
at his home in Milford has not served to bene- 
fit him in the least. He seemingly has been 
unable to gain back his strength. 

This evening he arrived in Columbus, and 
was not in condition to see any one. To- 
morrow morning a consultation of physicians 
will be held, and then it will be determined 
whether he can go through the ceremonies 
arranged for Monday. 


Strenuous Day for Sigk Man. 

He is scheduled to deliver a long ad- 
dress, to enjoy a luncheon, to witness a pa- 
rade, to partake of dinner, to hold a series 
of receptions for, the public and officials, 
and finally to attend a reception given by 
the board of trade, and a smoker at which 
newspaper men will be hosts. 

Mr. Pattison’s advisers fear he will be 
unable to do more than deliver his address.

Name Positions Wanted. 

The leaders named this and that job, bridge- 
tender, various deputyships, and clerkships 
not under civil service, and always the mayor 
explained how peculiar circumstances had 
prevented him. from conferring the position 
upon some one of his supporters. In this 
Way the mayor made out a fairly clean bill 
of health for himelf, but the ward bosses 
were not entirely satisfied with the explana- 
tions.

Fear Franchises Are Killed. 


A general tone of extreme pessimism pre- 
vails as to the prospects of getting favorable 
action on the franchise extension ord!rances 
remanded to the committee. Ald. Foreman 
and Bennett believe that the work of the 
committee has been thrown away, and that 
the ordinances have sufféredia fatal setback. 
On the subject of the ordinances the mayor 
has this to say: 

“I wish to be understood in my statements, 
as I am grgatly opposed to all of the ordi- 
nances which will extend the franchises. I 
think. however, that if any of the ordinances 
are to be accepted by the council ali three 
of them should be acted upon. 

‘“‘T have heard it said‘(that the Chicago 
City railway company might object to ac- 
cepting an ordinance that Includes the oth- 
ers. It is possible that linking of. the ordl- 
nances together might enable any weak 
road to say that the City company must take 
care of the stock and bonds before it would 
accept an ordinance. 

‘My views are plain on the matter, how- 
ever. I do not want any of the ordinances 
when we can have municipal ownership.” 


MAY CLEAR “DISTRICT” TITLES. 


Attorney ‘Anderson to Begin Bank- 
ruptcy Proceedings Against Streeter 
on His $10,000 Judgment. 


A motion for a new trial of the $10,000 
claim of Attorney W. G. Anderson on George 
Wellington Streeter was denied yesterday by 
Judge Chytraus, paving the way for probable 
bankruptcy proceediugs and clearing of titles 
to land in the “ district."’) The $10,000 judg- 
ment represents Anderson's fee on a contract 
for getting the captain out of prison. 

“T have been given to understand directly 
from the wealthy men interested,’ said At- 
torney Anderson, “that! $250,000 will be 
turned over in satisfaction of Streeter's 
claims and those of others to whom Streeter 
has sold lots in the 800 acre tract in dis- 
pute. The only way to clear the titles is 
through bankruptcy proceedings. These will 
be begun at once.”’ 

The proceedings involve the passage of an 
act by the next legislature enabling delivery 
of sound titles at the bankruptcy sale end 
final disposition of Streeter’s rights through 
the court. ?

CHICAGO POOREST CITY, YET 
HAS LARGEST BANK ACCOUNT. 


Prof. Merriam Calls Attention to Para- 
doxical Effect of Multiplicity of Local 
Taxing Bodies, 


Chicago, the poorest city in the country, 
has the largest bank accounts Prof. Charles 
KH. Merriam of the University of Chicago, 
who has made an investigation of the city’s 
revenue, and who submitted an extended re- 
port on the subject on Thursday to the City 
club, brought out thie and other incongruities 
of local taxing and financial methods in a 
talk yesterday to the club members. 

The combined bank account, or cash hal- 


| ance maintained in bank by the eight munici- 


palities or taxing bodies in the city, accord- 
ing to Prof. Merriam’s figures, is $15,000,000. 
This sum of money is in bank from day to 
day, and month to month, and at the same 
time the city corporation raises practically 
all its money for current expenses by bor- 
rowing. Prof. Merriam said: 

“ This money, at the varying rates of inter- 
est which are obtained by the different taxing 


bodies, brings about $250,000 in interest an-~ 


nually. We may be quite positive that if any 
business firm in Chicago ha’ $15,000,000 in 
cash on its hands it would be earning more 
than $250,000.”’

The chief announced that 
reserves will be held in readiness should a 
disturbance occur. 

As the time for the meeting approaches the 
feeling grew in the two labor camps that no 
attempt will be made by either side to raise 
a disturbance in the face of a police guard. 

‘lwo tickets will be in the fileki, one backed 
by the leaders now in power and another 
supported by Martin 8. Madden, president 
of the As@ociated Building Trades. The 
former party has selected John J; Fitzpatrick 
as its candidate for president and Edward 
N. Nockels for secretary. The Madden slate 
is being kept secret, although it is rumored 
that either Nickolas Gier, a leader in the 
stockyards strike, or a cigarmaker will be 
named for the federation head. James B. 
Barry, a leader in the teamsters’ strike, will 
be named to oppose Nockels. The real seat 
of control in the central labor body is the 
executive board, which has five members, 
and the contest is expected to center to a 
large extent around the candidates for places 
on this board, 

More than $4,000 in strike benefits wag 
paid out in the afternoon to striking mem- 
bers of Typographical union No. 16. The 
payroll was the largest since the second 
week of the strike. Over 500 men crowded 
into’ Uhlich’s hall, where the money was 
issued,

BY FEAR OF WAR. 


France Preparing to Resist 
an Expected Attack from 
Germany. 


_ 


“ARMY IS IN READINESS. 


All Depends Upon Kaiser’s Atti- 
tude at the Moroceo Con- 
ference. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBE.] 

LONDON, Jan. 6 —Anxiety over the 
strained relations between France and Ger- 
many still prevails, and, in some quarters, 
@mounts to positive alarm. 

It is pointed out that the quiet mobilization 
and general military activity throughout 
France during the\ last seven months has 
put the country on a full war footing, while 
German preparations have not been lacking. 
It is argued by some that in the present situ- 
ation France is as much to be feared as Ger- 
many with regard to the danger of a breach 
of the peace. Two views are taken of the 
German attitude. Many accept the declara- 
tion of count von Tattenbach-Ashold, the 
kaiser’s former envoy at Fez, that Emperor 
William is genuinely in a conciliatory mood, 
that he is heartily sick of Moroccan af- 
fairs, and desires only to see the end of the 
embroglio. It is further explained that the 
kaiser was misled by Chancellor von Bilow 
and now sees that the acceptance of the 
Anglo-French entente is inevitable. 

In Paris M. Clemenceau sets forth the other 
view with great force. He argues that it is 
idle to hang on the lips of the German em- 
peror to knov if this or that day he will be 
in good humor. German policy, he says, 
always has consisted of alternations of kind- 
ly and threatening utterances, and one means 
just as much as the other. Germany willi 
carry things as far against France as she is 
permitted, and it is France’s business to see 
that such permission is wanting. 


France Preparin_ for War. 


M. Clemanceau anticipates as a result of 
the conference an unsatisfactory patched up 
peace, obtained -by compromise after Ger- 
many has gone as far as she dares in threat- 
ening war, and he urges his countrymen to 
show a stiff back from the start. 

There is much in the situation which op- 
poses the belligerent view. It is quite true 
that the French government has been strain- 
ing every nerve to’prepare for a German at- 
tack since the almost open threats of war 


‘early last summer. These preparations, how- 


ever, had a purely defensive object. Nosane 
government, indeed, could have done less 
under the circumstances, and every effort has 
been made to avoid the possibility of the 


‘charge that France is animated by aggressive 


motives. The whole crisis has been of Ger- 
man inception, and French policy until the 
present moment has been one of simple pru- 
dence. 

It is true, also, that French national feeling 
harbors considerable resentment against Ger- 
many for her provocation and challenging at- 
titude during the last year. This could 
@ecarcely have been otherwise in any self-re- 
epecting country. 

French Press Too Aggressive. 

The French press within the last few days 
has been perhaps a bit aggressive and con- 
temptuous in its treatment of the kaiser’s 
reputed peace utterances, but it is alto- 
gether wrong to assume that there is any 
general desire in France to try conclusions 
at arms with Germany. The French gov- 
ernment understands perfectly that any ag- 
gressive action on its part leading to war 
would cost the support of Great Britain, 
‘without whose aid they could not hope suc- 
cessfully to resist the kaliser’s fleet and 
army. There is therefore little reason to 
fear the success of the German plan, if such 


.@ plan exists, to. provoke the French into 


furnishing a plausible casus belli. It is to 
@ certain exterft true, as the Spectator re- 
marks today, that the coming conference 
offers a fatally easy chance for any parties 
thereto to make war. The task of thwart- 
ing any such intention ought not to be be- 
yond the power of the representatives of the 
peaceful members of that conference. 


German Demands Cause Alarm. 

LONDON, Jan. 6.—According to official 
information received in London from Ber- 
lin, Germany not only demands that all the 
powers shall participate in the execution of 
reforms in Morocco, but that the work of 
watching the frontier shall be divided among 
thém. 

If Germany persists in this attitude in the 
conference it is beHeved a most serious situa- 
tion will arise, as France {s cerfain to resist 
and Great Britain will support France. The 
British government realizes that persistence 
by Germany in her demands will cause Irri- 
tation, which will require all the efforts of 
the delegates to remove, and in this it ex- 
pects the support of the United States, Spain, 
and Italy. In official and unofficial circles 
the possibility of war is considered the re- 
motest, even if the conference fails, particu- 
larly as those who are inspiring the Ger- 
man policy do not belong to the war party, 
but are powerful commercial men. 


Anxiety at Rome. 

ROME, Jan. 6.—Interest here in the con- 
ference on Moroccan reforms is growing. 
This is due to the predominant position that 
Italy will assume because of the importance 
of her delegate, the Marquis Visconti Venos- 
ta, who, when he was Italian minister of 
foreign affairs, concluded an agreement with 
France by which Italy abandoned her claims 
om Morocco in favor of France. This agree- 
ment was completed later by Foreign Minis- 
ter Prinetti, who pledged Italy's helps to 
France in Morocco, receiving in exchange 
the help of France in Tripoli. 

At that time Germany had shown no inter- 
est in Morocco, while Italy considered her- 
gelf free to so act, Morocco not being includ- 
ed in the agreement of the triple alliance con- 
cerning the equilibrium of the Mediterra- 
nean. Now Germany, it is said, maintains 
that any question, even if it were not con- 
templated by the triple alliance, comes with- 
im the terms of the treaty, and that if Ger- 
many is attacked by another power the other 
two members of the triple alliance, Austria 
and Italy, are compelled to annie her with 
|rms. 

The opinion is prevalent here that France 
should represent the powers in the work of 
civilizing Morocco and that they should in- 
trust to her or principally to her the execu- 
tion of the program of reforms and the safe- 
guarding of the interests of Germany and 
i. pair aad the insuring of the complete liber- 
ty of commerce for all time. 

Up to the present time, it is asserted, Ger- 
meny has refused to even discuss this posi- 


' téon, Mmiting herself to the recognition of 


the right of France to protect the Algerian 
frontier on the Moroccan side.

REVOLT ‘80 FAR HAS DEVELOPED 
NO MAN OF ABILITY. 


Insurrection May Fail Because No 
Patriot of Marked Talent Has 
Arisen to Place Himself at the Head 
of the People—Moscow Quiet, Just 
as Warsaw Was Quiet Half a Cen- 
tury Ago—Alarming Reports from 
Siberia Continue. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Jan. 6.—The point has been 
reached in Russia where the lack of a leader 
threatens to defeat the success of the revo- 
lutionary movement. 

Every other great popular struggle fm his- | 
tory has developed leaders of ability, or at 
least of promiyence. Nota single name has 
yet emergedfrom the Russian insurrection. 

The Moscow revolt has been completely 
quelled. Its sudden collapse is attributed 
chiefly to the discipline of the troops and the 
effective use of artillery. Its primary cause, 
however, was that the workmen's delegates 
overpersuaded the revolutionary party into 
premature jaction. An immense amount of 
energy was wasted on elaborate and futile 
barricades,| not one of which would stop a 
bullet, or Was seriously defended. Most of 
those killed in the early stages were sight- 
seers. The first two persons killed were 
girls. Theré was much disaffection among 
the troops,| but it didn’t last half an hour of 
the battle., The soldiers felt the dropping 
fire from the houses as a murderous out- 
rage, and soon they were ready to shoot down 
their own fathers. 

Order reigns in Moscow, just as half a cen- 
tury ago it reigned in Warsaw, but the revolu- 
tion will still go one, to what end no man can 
foretell. . The connections between the prov- 
inces are sp imperfect that no discontented 
province rises at thé same moment as an- 
other. 

On the other hand, the inaptitude of the au- 
thorities makes for the success of the revo- 
lutionists aJmost as much as the spirit of the 
people themselves. 


PREPARING FOR ELECTION. 

ST. PETERSBURG. Jan. 6.—The prepara- 
tion of the lists of electors has begun. Over 
70,000-persons of the taxpaying classes have 
already registered in St. Petersburg. The 
members of the workmen’s and socialists’ 
organizations, In obedience to orders to boy- 
cott the elections, are refraining from reg- 
istering. In one district only six of the 
workmen's class have registered. 

The League of Leagues has decided to 
make-no declaration relative to the partici- 
pation of its members in the election. Each 
member is free to act according to his per- 
sonal inclinationa, it being understood that 
in any event the national assembly is only 
a stepping stone to a constituent assembly. 
The government is not shedding any tears 
over the refusal of the proletariat organiza- 
tions to participate.in the elections. 

The report of Sénator Kuzminsky, who in- 
vestigated the massacres at Odessa, finde 
no specific proof that they were organized 
by the authorities. Yet it is pointed out the 
withdrawal iof the police and troops on Oct. 
31 was a provocative act, and the report 
recommends the dismissal of four captainsof 
police, seven lieutenants, twelve sergeants, 
and nineteen patrolmen. The report did not 
pass upon the guilt of M. Meidhart, the pre- 
fect of police of Odessa, who already has 
been relieved.

CA AUCASUS A REPUBLIC. 

ODBESSA,’ Jan. 6.—The steamer Nicholas, 
which arrived here today from the Caucasus, 
reports that Novorossiysk, Caucasia, is com- 
pletely in the hands of the revolutionists. 
The governor and the other Russian author- 
ities have fied, and M. Libovitch has been 
chosen mayor by the populace. 


DAYS OF TERROR IN NICARAGUA. 


Twenty-six More Shocks of Earthquake 
and Explosion of Volcano Is 


Feared.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. -7.—There 

were more earthquakes yesterday, beginning 
at noon and between 5and8 o’clock. There 
were’ twenty-six shocks, some strong and 
others light. No damage was done and no- 
body was hurt. The panic here is indescrib- 
able and the few people who remained at 
Masaya are leaving. No smoke is emanat- 
ing yet from Masaua volcano, thus increas- 
ing the alarm. Cattle and snakes are rush- 
ing from the fields into the town and this 
is considered as a sign that a serious erup- 
tion and’fatal disaster is impending. 


Shocks Began on Dec. 31. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRBSS.] 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 6.—The Mas- 
aya earthquakes began the night of Dec. 31 
with slight shocks, increasing gradually at 
short intervals, sometimes of hours and 
others of minutes, shaking Masaya city and 
cracking almost every wall in the town. 

A great roaring was heard preceding the 
shocks. Two hours after the shock was felt, 
at 5 o’clock on the morning of Jan. 1, a tre- 
mendous column of smoke, several thousand 
feet high, broke out from the volcano, and 
hajf an hour afterward entirely disappeared, 
and since then no smoke has risen, causing 
the belief that the old crater is stopped up, 
which circumstancd increases the apprehen- 
sions of the people lest an eruption will ensue 
like the Martinique disaster, in the formation 
of new craters. 

No bulldings at Masaya have actually fall- 
en; nevertheless, all houses have suffered.

| Prayers for Peace and-for Preservation 


of Czar to Be Made in Local 
Churches. 


Christmas, which comes thirteen days latcr 
in the Russian and Greek than in the Grego- 
rian calendar, will be celebrated in Chicago 
today by all adherents of the Greek Catholic 
church, ineluding.the Russian orthodox, 
Greek orthodox, and Syrian churches. 

Services in the churches began last evening 
with the Christmaseve or “ Vigilia "’ services, 
the most elaborate of which wns held in Holy 
Trinity Russian orthodox church, North 
Leavitt street and Haddon avenue. Prayers 
were said for the czar and for a speedy end 
to the bloodehed and revolution in Russia. 
They continued until midnight. Solemn high ‘{

but merely subsidiary companies of the 
Standard Oil trust. 

Mr. Rogers said he could not recall George 
B. Wilson. He said he was not aware of the 
fact that Schofield, Shurman & Teagle, an oil 
firm, had gone out of business. 


Q.—What business have you ever transacted or 
known to be transacted by the board of directors 
of the Standard Oil Company of Indiana? A.—I 
suppose I‘-have knowm that they declare dividends. 

Q.—Is that all? A.—Perhaps if I had time to 
think I might remember more. 

Q.—Do you know H. Clay Pierce? 
I have heard of him. 

Q.—Do you now hold or control, either by your- 
self or through any other person, any of the stock 
in the Waters-Pierce company? A.—I decline to 
answer, by advice of counsel. 

Q.—Do you know M. Van Buren? A.—Yes; one 
who died many years ago, 

Q.—By that name? A.—Yes; 
tin Van Buren. + 

Q.—Does not a man named Van Buren hold for 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana or the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey stock which 
amounts to a controlling interest in the Water- 
Pierce company? A.—I decline to answer. 

Q.—Dq@ you know C. L. Nichols? A.—I do not. 

Q.—Or W; T. Keegan? A.—I do not. 

Q.—Are you connected with the Standard O!} 
Company of New Jersey? A.—I decline to answer. 


Declines Answer ’Steenth. Time. 


Q.—Is it not @ fact that you are a director in the 
Standard Oj1 Company of New Jersey and that 
it owns, holds, or controls either through itself 
or some other corporation or individual all or a con- 
trolling intérest in the stocks of t@® Standard Oil’ 
Company of Indiana and the Waters-Pierce Com- 
pany of Missouri? A.—I decline to answer. 

Q.—Were you one of the trustees of the original 
Standard Oil trust? A.—I decline to answer. 

Q.—Do not trustees hold a majority of the Waters- 
Pierce stock and is not its business controlled 
either by the Standard of New Jersey or the Stand- 
ard of Indiana? A.—TI decline to answer. 

Q.—Is it not a fact that the Standard of Indiana 
and the Water#Pierce company have divided the 
state of Missouri as a trade territory between 
them? A.—It is not. 

Q.—Do you mean to say that they have not done 
so and that you donsAl know about it? Asa direc- 
tor I never heard that‘any such division was made.

8. & T., and that the 
business of that firm has since been run by the 
Republic Oil company, of which the incorporators 
were three clerks in the office at 26 Broadway? 
A.—I did not know it to be a fact. 

Q.—Do you know it now? A.—I said I did not 
know it. I don’t believe they are the facts. 

Q.—Where is Tilford now? A.—I don’t know. 

Q.—Is he in New York City? A.—I don’t know 
whether he is in New York City or purgatory. 

Q.—What place did you mention? A.—It was 
not Missouri.

Mr. Rogers came out of thé ordeal witha 
smile on his face, anu shook hands all around 
with the lawyers and newspaper men. 

The only other witness examined today was 
Mrs. Ida M. Butts, a stepdaughter of George 
Rice of Marietta, O., and administratrix of 
his estate. Mr. Rice was a member of the 
original Standard Oil trust, and afterwards 
one of the company’s bitterest foes. She 
holds some of the original certificates in the 
trust, and she promised today to produce 
them later. 

The witness said that these certificates 
were the only ones in existence as far as she 
knew. Mrs. Butts told of the organization 
of the trust, and of the fight to drive it ont 
of Ohio. Her testimony referred mainly to 
matters that long have been on the records 
as testimony adduced in other investigations.

BUSINESS JONAH. 


A.F. Norton, Who Ran Grocer- 
ies in Indiana “ as Christ 
Would,” in Trouble. 
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HIS CHECK COMES BACK. 
Dishonored Paper at Marion Re- 
sults in Arrest and Bankrupt- 
cy Proceedings. 


Marion, Ind., Jan. 6.—[{Special.]—Alfred F. 
Norton of “‘ golden rule "* grocery fame, who 
conducted fifteen groceries in ._Indldna as, 
he says, “‘ Christ would conduct them,” was 
arrested charged with uttering a worthless 
chéck on complaint of John Pierce, president 
of the Crystal Ice company. 

Pierce alleges he cashed a check for $40 
for a man who had sold Norton some hogs 
and had received the check In payment. 

At the bank Pierce was told Norton had no 
account. Pierce then went to Norton and 
demanded payment of the check. . Norton 
refused to pay it and his arrest followed. 

At the police station Norton refused to 
sign his bond, declaring he always had re- 
fused to sign bonds for other persons, and 
H. D. Reasoner, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, and P William Hogan signed’as 
sureties for his appearance on Thursday, 
when he will be arrdigned for trial. 


Creditors Swoop Down on Him. 
Norton’s creditors became alarmed at the 


turn of affairs, and this morning his business. 


was turned over to Reasoner and Hogan, as 
trustees, who will conduct it until: Jan. 10, 
when a meeting of the creditors will be held. 

A bankruptcy petition was filed against 
Norton this afternoon by the Osborne Paper 
company and four other Indianapolis and 
Marion business houses, who allege that Nor- 
ton owes them $1,286. They allege fraud in 
that Norton transferred' land and stocks to 
his son, after he knew he was insolvent. 

Their attorney said Norton’s liabilities were 
$30,000 and his assets about $10,000. 

Norton’s plan of conducting groceries “‘ as 
Christ would ’’ was to open the doors to the 
public and trust them to pay for what they 
took. 

After having conducted groceries at Koko- 
mo and Converse for several years along or- 
thodox lines, Norton in 1902 announced that 
he had come to view his relations to his cus- 
tomers in a new light, and that he would 
hereafter run his store on lines identical — 
the teachings of Jesus Christ. 


Refuses to Handle Tobacco. 


He refused to handle tobacco in any form, 
did not open his store Sunday mornings, as 
was the custom of other merchants, paid his 
clerks every night and distributed Saturday 
night among the poor without cost all the 
bread and green groceries which he had left 
over. Each week he contributed to charity 
every ‘cent of his profits over and above a cer- 
tain per cent on the invested capital. 

There was. only one thing to prevent the 
Norton grocery from having the patronage 
of the town, and that was that he refused to 
put in a telephone ov deliver goods. He con- 
tended that the telephone is an encourager ot 
laziness, and so was the delivery of goods, 
and he set himself squarely against these 
agencies. He also maintaineti that he was 
selling goods at so small a profit that he could 
not afford the expense. 

He succeeded in his first venture at Marion, 
and gradually extended his ‘‘system’”’ to 
other towns. 


GOV. CUMMINS FAVORS 
IOWA INSURANCE CURB. 


Legislature Will Be Asked to Pass Laws 
to Prevent Evils Revealed in New 
York Investigation. 


Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 6—[Special.]—Gov. 
Cummins will recommend radical lfé insur- 
ance legislation in his annual message on 
Monday. He favors: 

A law compelling insurance companies to 
deposit securities in: lowa equal t¢ the 
amount of their liabilities in the state. 

An annual ascertainment of the surplus 
and apportionment to policy holders, or at 
least every five years. 

Representatives of the big eastern life in- 
surance companies declare that their com- 
panies would quit the state rather than com- 
p.y with such provisions. 

The governor in his message, it is said, 
also will favor among other things the 
adoption of some measure for the better 
enforcement of the liquor laws. It is under- 
stood he will favor a law giving the governor 
authority to summarily remove all officers 
who fail to enforce the laws. 

The legislature will meet on Monday at 
noon. The republican caucuses already have 
organized both houses. G. W. Clarke of 
Adel will be the speaker.

ST. CLOUD LID NAILED DOWN; 
GERMANS EXILE THE MAYOR. 
Reform Executive Driven Out of Town 


Because He Insisted on Enforcing 
Saloon Sunday Closing Law. 


St. Cloud. Minn., Jan. 6.—[Special.J]—As a 
result of Mayor John N. Bensen‘s effort to 
live up to-his oath of office, and enforee the 
laws of Minnesota by closing the saloons on 
week days at 11 p. m. and ail day Sunday, 
the atmosphere of this German town has 
become too hot for him, and today he left 
for Mexico, where he will spend the rest of 
his term. % 

The agitation which has caused all the 
trouble began in an evangelistic crusade last 
fall led by the Rev. Robert E. Johnson. He 
stirred up the church members to present a 
petition to the mayor demanding that the 
saloon closing law be enforced. 

It found favor with the mayor, who issued 
an order which was to take effect Jan, l, 
1906. 

A secret meeting was held by the saloon- 
keepers and their patrons, at which a com- 
mittee was appointed to vis:t the mayor and 
ask him to rescind his order. 

This. had great. weight with the mayor, 
who is a German, but he refused to back up. 

A more subtle scheme was then formulated. 
It was suggested that the mayor should go to 
Mexico and look after his cattle interests 
there. This looked feasible, but again he 
resisted. 

Two days ago the ring leader of the sa- 
loon men, Theodore Bruner. a German law- 
yer and politician, stated in behalf of the 
saloon element that Mayor Bensen would 
be given until sundown Saturday night to 
leave the city. , 

Half an hour after this statement was made 
public Mayor Bensen said his extensive 
ranching interests in Mexico demanded his 
presence, and that he would have to leave 
at once to comply with the urgent demande 
of stockholders in the cattle company, of 
which he is a director. 4

New York, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—The Chica- 
go Woman's club, New York's newest female 
organization, blew up to the Coronet in West 
Fifty-eighth street today to put its foot down 
on the appointing committe, “‘ which has the 
right to put all sorts of poets and peopleinto 
America’s @all of Fame!” 

Mrs. Miles M. Dawson started the ball roll- 
ing by reading a paper on Edgar Allan. Poe. 
She accorded him the highest praise. 

Then Miss Julia P. Leavens, who was pre- 
siding at the meeting, said she didn’t like 
Poe, and she didn’t think he ought to be 
classed wth the great American poets.

Several women got to their feet immediate- 
ly. Mrs. Thomas E. Lonergan said she had 
talked recently with George Cary Eggleston 
and had asked him to tell her just why the 
committee had refused to put Poein the Hall 
of Fame. 

“Mr. Eggleston,” she said, “went into 
long winded explanations, talked learnedly, 
and—but I cut him short with a request that 
he tell me in one sentence, so I could repeat 
it to the Chicago women, why the committee 
turned Poe down. Then he said: 

‘** Because the jury that passed upon Poe 
was a jury of asses.”

Middy Marzeni on Trial. 
Annapolis, Md., Jan. 6.—The trial of Mid- 
shipman Pettersen E. Marzoni before the 
eourt martial assembled at the-naval acad- 
emy was resumed this morning. Marzoni 


pleaded not guilty to the charge and all of | 


the specifications which support it. Of these 
the first alleges the hazing of Midehipman 
Chester S. Roberts of Joliet, and the second 


and third the hazing of Benjamin W. Tye of |

Joliet Boy’s Testimony. 

The prosecution's firet witness was Chester

Iowa Representative Denies He Oaused 
Husband’s s Removal or Was Respon- 
sible for waite House Ejection. 


Washington, D. Cc. Jan. 6.—Congressman 
J. A. T. Hull of Iowa, whose sister, Mrs. 
Minor Morris, wag ejected from the White 
house on Thursday, made a etatement today 
concerning the dispute between him and the 
woman, which presumably led to the pres- 
ent difficulties. 

At the time Mrs. Morris was removed from 
the White house she was endeavoring to see 
President Roosevelt that she might have her 
husband reinstated ae a clerk in cg Hegre’ de- 
partment. In interviews she and her hus- 
band have charged that Mr. Hull was re- 
sponsible for his removal. The statement 
says in part: | : 

“The trouble began on the death of my 
father, and has been-corftinuous since. It is 
charged that I violated the provisions of hie 
And I un- 
derstand it is further charged that I forged 
part of the will. This was made, first, in 
January, 1902, and I will try and take the

“My father left me executor of theestate | 


without bonds. He. gave me envelopes pur- 
porting! to be, first, his will, second, a codicil 
thereto, executed more than a year after the 
first paper was placed in my hands. On the 
death of my father I forwarded the same to 
the probate judge at Pueblo, Colo.—both the 
will and the codicil—and supposed both were 
filed preperly. My sister employed an attor- 
ney to look. aftér her interests there. Evi- 
dently he wrote her that the will was filed, 
but not the codicil.’’ 

Dr. Minor Morris, husband of the woman 
who was thrown out of the White house, ar- 
rived here today and found her still confined 
to her bed, suffering from the nervous shock. 

He says he was removed from the surgeon 
general's office on charges filed by Mr. Hull.

CHARGES PILE UP 
ON STORMS’ HEAD. 


Voluminous Complaint, Signed 
by Gov. Hanly, Is Present- 
| ed to Court. 


MADE TO LOOK LIKETHIEF 


Appropriation of State Funds, Sal- 
ary Rebating, and Sale of Rec- 
ords Among Accusations.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 6.—[Special.J]—A 
voluminous corhplaint, sworn to by Gov. 
Hanly, and charging many acts of dereliction 
on the part of Secretary of State Storms and 
asking for a judgment removing him from of- 
fice was filed in the Circuit court here this 
evening. 

The complaint covers forty typewritten 
pages and contains charges which date back 
to the first year of Mr. Storms’ incumbency. 
In the main the charges spécify failure to 
meet the quarterly settlements demanded by 
the state, The fa@t is recited that he was 
forced to place his: property in the hands of 
a trustee and appeal to his bondsmen for 
assistance in order to make a settlement due 
in October. 


Failed to Account for Fees. 


The complaint séts forth that on Jan. 2, 
1905, the Vandalia railroad company paid into 
the office of the secretary of state for the 
benefit of the state a fee of $25,000; tnat 
Storms ‘did not account for this fee at the 
first ensuing quarterly settlement, but un- 
lawfully, corruptly, and knowingly converted 
the money to his own use, and did not pay it 
into the treasury of the state till Aug. 19.” 

It is also alleged that: between March, 
1908, and September, 1905, the secretary of 
state sold volumes of Supreme and Ap- 
pellate court reports to the value of $10,000, 
and in no case was the money derived from 
these sales turned over to the state at the 
quarterly settlement following the receipt 
of the money by the secretary; that he drew 
money appropriated for carrying out an au- 
tomobile law, but. filed ne vouchers with the 
auditor of the ttate showing for what the 
money had been expended."’ 


Held Out on Clerk. 


The complaint also charges that the secre- 
tary ‘‘drew an appropriation of $2,000 an- 
nually for the employment of an incorpora- 
tion clerk but in the first year®paid the clerk 
only $1,800.and remaining years only $1,500, 
converting the remainder of the appropria- 
tion to his own use; that he refused to pay 
over fees received for issuing commissions to 
Circuit judges, prosecuting a\yorneys peace 
justices, and county ome @¢ amount of 
which is unknown.”’ 

In concluding the connpbaiis judgment of 
ouster is demanded, and the court is asked 
to declare the office vacant. 

Mr. Storms’ attorneys got a copy of the 
complaint as soon as it was filed and went 
into consultation over the charges. Storms 
refused to make any statement, except to 
say that he intended to fight the case to the 
end, meaning that he would appeal to the 
Supreme court if by any chance a decision in 
the lower court is against him. - 


WIFE SLAYER CAN INHERIT 
WOMAN’S ESTATE, COURT SAYS. 


Kansas Supreme Jurists Point Out In- 
adequacy of Present Law—Attorney 
Entitled to His Fee. 


|b» Topeka, Kas., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—A decis- 


‘ion handed down today by the Kansds Su- 
preme court holds that under the present in- 
heritance law a husband who kills his wife 
for her money can inherit her, property. 

The decision was handed down in the case 
of A. Brandt, who, when arrested for killing 
his wife, hired G. A. Barley to defend him. 
Brandt transferred to the lawyer all his in- 
‘terest in his wife’s estate, amounting to 
$1,000, for legal services. 

The Supreme court in its decision says: 

‘* That any one should be given property as 
a result of his crime is abhorrent tothe mind 
of every right thinking person, and there is 
gtrong reason why lawmakers, In fixing the 
rules of inheritance and prescribing pun- 
ishment for felonious homicide, should pro- 
vide that no person should inherit property 
from one whose life he had feloniously 
taken. It will be observed, however, that the 
rule of inheritance is explicit, and the 
statute contains no hint that any one is to be 
excluded on account of misconduct or 
crime.”’ 


DENVER BANK WRECKERS

as to permit them to introduce a series of 
amendments devised by railroad lawyers for 
the express purpose of defeating the ostens!- 
ble effect of the bill. 


Some Democrats Against Bill. 


There are several democratic senators who 
are known to be in sympathy with this move- 
ment. Mr. Newlands of Nevada, who was 
once a republican, then became a silver man, 
and is now credited to the democfacy, has 
a bill of his own, the exact import of which 
no one save Mr. Newlands himself has as yet 
discovered. The effect of his attitude is, 
however, distinctly in opposition to President 
Roosevelt. 

Mr. Foraker of Ohio has two or three rail- 
road bills, one of which permits pooling, but 
none of which provides for adequate govern- 
mental regulation of the railroads. If all of 
Mr. Foraker’s bills were adopted, the rail- 
roads would probably build him a monument 
in every important transportation center in 


the country. 

Mr. Elkins of West Virginia, the chairman 
of the committee, ft is now learned, also 
has a railroad bill up his sleeve. He has not 
introduced it as yet because to do so at this 
time would not be In harmony with the policy 
of delay. 


Aldrich and Kean Against Speed. 


Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Kean have no bills so 
far as is known, but they are assumed to 
have certain positive ideas as to the injudi- 
- ciousness of speedy action, and they both can 
be depended upon surely to vote for delay or 
for embarrassing amendments at every pos- 
sible opportunity. 

When Senator Dolliver yesterday attempt- 
ed to secure immediate consideration for the 
bill whigh bears his name Mr, Aldrich was 
prompt to object, on the ground that the com- 
mittee did not have enough information be- 
fore it to enable it to take up the bill on its 
merits. 

The attention of Mr. Aldrich was called to 
the fact that the committee had spent up- 
wards of $40,000 during the last year in hear- 
ings on this very, subject, but he was not 
moved by this fact, and his objection was 
sufficient to cause a delay. When he is tired 
of objecting Mr. Kean will do the work, Mr. 


Foraker will demand co ation for his 
‘different bills, Mr. El es will submit his 
new measure, and thy the weary round will 


go on. 

This plan of campaign is not novel, -but it 
has done its perfect work before this in the 
senate. With the chairman of the committee 
behind them and with three or four of the 
oldest and most resourceful senators acting 
in their behalf, the railroad presidents are 
extremely wise in their belief that it is a 
good policy for them to make friends at the 
White house while they are delaying ection 
in the senate. 


Measure in Actual Danger. 


There is positive danger to the prospects 
for railroad rate regulation in this situation. 
Delays are dangerous anywhere, but par- 
ticularly so in the United States senate. 

There is a coterie of democratic senators, 
by the way, who would like to beat the pres- 
ident’s railroad policy if they could, but 
would never dare vote against it in the open.

NORTHWESTERN LINE BUILDS 
1,528 MILES OF NEW TRACK. 


Extensions Under Construction Run 
Into New Territory and Are Ex- 
pected to Be Finished in 1906. 


—— 


The Chicago and Northwestern has made 
a@ remarkable record in building extensions 
into new territory. When the new extensions 
now under construction are completed, the 
company will have added 1,528 miles of new 
trackage to its system. 

The work, it is expected, will be finished 
before the end of 1906; About one-fourth of 
the new mileage will be in Wyoming, where 
an extension of 1,028 miles is being built from 
Caspar to Shoshone. Another extension is 
in the same state from/Shoshone to Lander,a 
distance of 45.5 miles.) In South Dakota the 
road is building 165 miles of,new track from 
Pierre to Rapid City, under the name of the 
Pierre, Rapid City and Northwestern. An- 
other subsidiary company is the Manitowoc, 
Green Bay and Northwestern, from Mani- 
towoc to Gillett, Wis., a distance of 65.67 
miles, with @a@ branch from Pulaski to Eland 
Junction, a distance of 48.38 miles. The Mil- 
waukee and State Line, which is building 


from Mayfair to Lake Bluff.and to St. Francis, 


Wis., will be a double track line throughout 
its length, and now is almost completed. 


Will Open Up Farming Region. 

The line from Caspar to Shoshone will be 
opened next June. It/will penetrate the big 
Shoshone reservation and open up an exten- 
sive tract of fine agricultural country. Th 
Pierre, Rapid City, and Northwestern con- 
nects at Rapid City with the Black Hills 
line to Deadwood. The Manitowoc, Green 
Bay and Northwestern furnishes a short line 
into the ore region of northern Michigan, 

In addition to these the Northwestern is 
building a logging road, thirty miles long, 
from Lacona, Wis., toa onnection with the 
Peninsula division at Saunders, Mich., anda 
similar road, twenty-one miles long, from 
Mercer to Presaue 'sle, Wis. 

The Northwestern is preéminent among the 
western group for the amount of its double 
track lines. It was the first to double track 
the entire distance from Chicago to the Mis- 
souri river, a distance of 490 miles. Its St. 
Paul line is double tracked from Chicago to 
Elroy, Wis., a distance of 212 miles, and 
from Hudson to St. Paul, twenty-five miles 
additional. . 

Charitable institutions have been struck 
hard by the recent decision of the railroads 
to cease issuing free passes. Strong efforts 
are being made by the officials ¢f these insti- 
tutions to bring about a modification of phe 
order. 

The western and southern roads have ‘al 
ready decided to issue transportation to the 
managers of those institutions and afford 
such aid as is deemed advisable. The eastern 
roads, however, are not as charitably in- 
clined, and thus far. steadfastly have re- 
fused to grant any concessions to such insti- 
tutions. 

Will Run Daily Tourist Service. 

The Burlington has decided upon a new de- 
parture in Pacific coast tourist car lines. Be- 
ginning Feb. 15 it will run daily tourist cars 
through from Chicago to Seattle. Cars will 
run over the Burlington’s Mississippi river 
line to St. Paul, and from there over the 
Great Northern railway. 

These cars will leave Chicago on the Bur- 
lington limited at 6:30 p. m. ,and leave B8t. 
Paul on the Great Northern train No. 1 a 
10:30 a. m., arriving at Seattle at 8:50 p. m. 
The steadily increasing travel to North Pa- 
cific coast points is responsible for the estab. 
lishment of this fast/ tourist car line.

After a week of fasting and prayer the 
followers of Dr John Alexander Dowle were 
jubilant yesterday in the knowledge that 
Zion City had successfully passed another 
‘Smancial crisis and that its affairs are tak- 
img on a more hopeful aspect. 

Although it had been known for several 
Gays that Zion’s affairs were tangled, few 
of the details leaked out until the tide had 
turned. At a meeting of the church Friday 
might Overseer John G. Speicher explained 
the policy which is being put into effect. 

The safe of the Zion building, Twelfth 
Street and Michigan boulevard, on Wednes- 
Gay hed an important bearing on the out- 
come of the situation... The building prac- 
theally has been vacant for three \years. 
During the last year every effort ha& been 
made to sellit. The purchase price was not 
made public, but sufficient money was se- 
cured to enable the Land and Investment 
association to make the final payments on 
some old mortgages, which released collat- 
eral aggregating nearly $1,000,000. This re- 
lieved the pressure onm’the financial depart- 
ment. Other funds are being received from 
various sources, mostly in loans from mem- 
bers of Zion City. 


New Policy Produced Depression. 

The new policy being put into effect in the 
management of Zion's affairs is partly re- 
sponsible for the depression and it will natur- 
ally be some time before its effects will cease 
to be felt. 

Every department has felt the reform. 
Scores of employés have been laid off and 
operating expenses have been cut in every 
way. Even the schools have been curtailed, 
‘the kindergarten, night school, and several 
departments of the college having been 
closed. This resulted in the releasing of 
twenty-two teachers. 

The people have entered with energy into 
the reformation. The employés of the pub- 
lishing house voluntarily have lengthened 
their work day, and many members of the 
e@chool’s faculty accepted reductions in their 
@alaries. 

The doing away with the central financial 
Gepartment, which has existed since the 
Organization of the city, was one of the most 
radical of the changes which the triumvirate 
made. Instead of having our common fund 
for all the industries and institutions each is ) 
to have charge of its own receipts and ex- 
penditures, thus making the various man- 
agers responsible for the success or failure ot 
his own department. 


To End Coupon Payments. 


The payment of employés in coupons good 
for trade in the departments of the city is™ 
to be discontinued as soon as possible. A 
large number of coupons had been issued, 
and these are being redeemed gradually. 
The pay rolis now are being made up partly 
in cash, and the proportion is to be increased 
as the conditions will warrant.

UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO WAITS 
STAGG’S VIEWS ON FOOTBALL. 


Will Take No Active Part in Conference 
Called by President Angell of Mich- 
igan—Northwestern Favors Reform. 


— - 


No part will be taken by the University of 


Chicago in tne reform movement started by 


President'Angell of Michigan, who has called 
a meeting of the conference colleges to con- 
sider steps to reorganize the game of foot- 
ball. The Midway school wil be represented 
at the meeting, but owing to the fact that 
the senate committee appointed by President 
Harper has not yet made a report the uni- 
versity will not be able to state its attitude 
on the reforms in the game. 

Coach Stagg. who is still in the east await- 
ing the final cecisions of the rules commit- 
tee, is a member of Dr. Harper’s committee, 
and it is stated positively that no definite 
action or conclusions will be reached until he 
has had an opportunity to g<t in touch with 
the other members of.the university commit- 
tee. ' 

Provided Stagg returns early this week and 
the senate committee is able to ceme to a 
point on the reforms, needed, the Midway 
school] will then have a guiding hand in the 
conference meeting. This, however, is _re- 
garded a& quite improbable. 

The general feeling at the Mievay among 
the professors and the st.dents is that the 
meeting called by President Angell will be 
of little importance 

Dean Holgate probably will be Northwest- 
ern's representative at the conférence. 

‘* We have held no meeting of the faculty,’’ 
said Dean Holgate, ‘‘,.but I have talked’the 
matter over with several of the faculty in- 
formally. . Prof. Long of the college confer- 
ence committee suggested that I should be 
the delegate. It is absolutely necessary that 
we take some action which will restore the 
game and its conditions to what they were a 
few years ago and replace it on a sane-basis.

FITZ AND WIPE REUNITED. 


FIGHTER’S DAY OF JOY MARRED 
BY PERILOUS ACCIDENT. 


After Julia May Has Promised Her 
-Husband to Live with Him Again 


He Narrowly Escapes Death in a 


Blacksmith Shop Where He Is En- 
waged in Making Souvenir Horse- 
shoes—Floor Collapses, Plunging a 
Crowd of 300 Into the Basement.

Sioux Falls, S. D., Dec. 6.—[Special. ]— 
“ Yes, it is true, Mrs. Fitzsimmons and I 
lave made up. It has all been a mistake. I 
do not care to make a statement to the pub- 
lic. tonight, but may conelude to do so to- 
morrow.” 

Thus spoke Robert Fitzsimmons fonight. 

While celebrating the reconcillation of him- 
self and wife by making. souvenir horse- 
shoes in a local blacksmith shop Fitz nar- 
rowly escaped death. This, in addition to 
wooing his estrangeed wife with an ardor 
which finally peat down all barriers between 
them, made today one of the most strenuous 
in the career of the doughty fighter. 

With a party of acquaintances he had vis- 
ited several blacksmith shops, and finally 
stop) at one where he announced it was his 
intention to make souvenir shoes for those 
who had aided materially in the reconcilia- 
tlon with his wife. A great crowd had fol- 
lowed the prizefighter and his party, and the 
blacksmith shop was speedily packed with 
300—all that could push Into the building. 

The work of making the shoes had only 
fairly commenced when, without warning, 
the floor collapséd and precipitated the occu- 
pants, including four horses, into the base- 
ment ten or twelve feet below. Fire added 
to the danger in which the confused mass of 
men and anima!s found themselves, but it 
was extinguished after strenuous efforts. 
Fitzsimmons was among the first to disen- 
tangle himself from the mass of wreckage 
which partly buried him and those immedi- 
ately near him. 

The first remark he made after pinching 
himself two or. three times-to see if he be stil] 
alive wag: I guess lam about allin; either 
a team of horses or the forge fell on me.’’ 

An examination aisciosed that he had been 
injured about the head and, legs, but not 
seriously, and tonieht he was able to be 
around as usual,

an admirer shouted: ‘t Well, Bob, that’s 
the first fight in which vou ever got knocked 
out in che first round.” 

One of the strongest arguments used by 
Fitz in inducing his wife to resume her place 
at his “hearthstone had reference to her pur- 
pose to continue her stage career, after pro- 
curing a divorce from him. In arguing on 
this point, he is said to have told her, “‘ I am 
confident I have the sympathy of every per- 
son in the United States, including the presi- 
dent. If you carry your plan through and 
return to a stage career, you will be hissed 
from the stage.’

end that the members of such an organiza.

the law until twenty-six months after the 
commission of the greatest series of crimes 
in the annals of the American turf, also is 
amazing. 

The men punished by being ruled off the 
turf for life are BemA. Chilson of Ukiah, 
Cal., and Thomas T. Cromwell of Pine Bluff, 
Ark., both well know, to the turf of the far 
and middle west,. and the tardy punishment 
comes for the “‘ ringing” of McNamara as 
The Fiddler at Morris Park, N. Y., in the 
fall of 1908. It was not Chilson’s first offense 
in this line, nor was McNamara the only 
racing tool he used to chisel away the gold 
from the coffers of the bookmakers, | 

The recent attempted ringing of Freckman 
was the cause of the gang's undoing, it ap- 
pears, though Robert A, Pinkerton has not 
left the trail in over two years. During 
that time he has collected much evidence in 
The Fiddler case and had Capt. Forsee do 
considerable work upon it on this stde of the 
continent. R. H. Dunn of Deeth, Nev., 
where the conspirators made their headquar- 
ters, squealed to Capt. Forsee and the New 
York Jockey club stewards on his copartners 
in crime last spring, and it was his testimony 
that supplied the missing links te Detective 
Pinkerton, who in turn placed the mass of 
irrefutable evidence before the jockey club 
stewards. .

‘Hiram Johnson’’ Appears. 

Alex: Mathieson was dispatched with Mc- 
Namara to the Crescent City track at New 
Orleans in the fall of 1902. There the horse 
was called Hiram Johnson. One day there 
was a maiden race and Hiram Johnson was 
entered, also Major: Tenny, then owned by 
Sam Hildreth. Hildreth believed he pos- 
sessed’ the best: maiden in the country and 
unbuckled to the extent of $10,000. Hiram 
Johnson just breezed to Major Tenny, and 
Hildreth declared that Hiram Johnson could 
be no maiden—that no maiden in America 
had any dicense to beat his colt, certainly 
not with the ease that marked the efforts 
of the chestnut coaster. Alex. Mathieson 
was sent for and asked to produce Hiram 
Johnson for inspection. Horror of hor- 
rors! He had been stolen from the stable 
and Mathieson knew not where he was. He 
was given four days’ time in which to pro- 
duce the conqueror of Major Tenny or suffer 
the penalty of, being ruled off the turf. 
Alex. took a trip to Newport, Ky., where 
it was said the horse was stabled, but he 
was not to be found, and his handler returned 
to New Orleans to take his medicine. 

The returns from this deal were reported 
to be $68,000 in the Butte poolrooms, $30,000 
in the Hot Springs rooms, and but $5,000 
at the New Orleans track.

The Fiddler Goes the Rounds. 

Meantime J. H. Walker. of April Fool 
fame, had taken The Fiddler, a bay gelding 
that had won one race at Emeryville, to 
St. Louis. The Fiddler, a full brother to 
Fresno and a half brother to Palestine, had 
been purchased in May, 1889, when a year- 
ling, by Prince Poniatowski for $800, and in 
the fall the youngster, which was rathér un- 
dersized, was sold at auction, W. R. Lap- 
zalére of this city being the purchaser.

Once 
the horse won at 15 to land Wapshire was 
sore over it, because he had been told the 
horse was ‘‘short’’ and had no chance on 
account of Cromwell not being able to work 
him. Whether the crowd cleaned up much 
that time or not, IT am not certain. 

The last time The Fiddler was started a 
man called “ Red” Something was present, 
who said he had worked for W. P. Magrane 
for several years and had rubbed McNamara 
for two seasons. He was introduced to me 
by G. W. Scott of Texas, and upon looking 
Cromwell’s horse over for a moment he 
turned and said: ‘‘A thousand dollars toa 
rotten apple that is McNamara.’’ 

Judge P. A. Brady refused to do anything 
in the matter unless the accusing party 
would make affidavit as to the facts, agd as 
they woufd not take that trouble, anf the 
horse had passed Murphy in Hot Springs, no 
investigation of Cromwell or his horse was 
had. The horse supposed to be The Fiddler 
died at Union track in August, 1904. 

Capt. Forsee says he has it that the horse 
was demanded of Cromwell by Chilson and 
that he was poisoned. I talked witha trainer 
of reputation who saw the horse die, and he 
said a little dog that used to sleep in The 
Fiddler's stall jumped up and playfully 
nipped the flyer, bursting a blood vessel, and 
that before it was noticed the horse had 
nearly bled to death and could not be saved. 


Spring a New “Ringer.” 


The Fiddler, now being In horse heaven, 
a substitute had to be secured, and in the fall 
of .1904 Freckman, a good little horse, was 
purchased by Dow Chilson out of a selling 
race at Hawthorne track. Freckman ran at 
Emeryville with varying success, and one 
day Dunn reported the horse had been stolen 
out of his barn and all traces of the galloper 
covered up. . 

Then the trailing began, and Dunn became 
so scared that he confessed everything to 
Capt. Forsee, the captain taking him after- 
ward to the New California Jockey club 
stewards, to whom he repeated the confes- 
sion. The horse was kept at Deeth, Nev., 
until this fall, when they attempted to ring 
him under the name of a horse that had died, 


y R. A. Pinkerton apprised the Jamaica stew- 


ards of what he knew, and the horse was not 
allowed to start. The Dunn confession was 
produced, and the ruling off for life followed. 
Justice had been slow but sure, and the most 
remarkable series of horse “ ringing ’’ in his- 
tory came to a close. ; 

It is claimed by Cromwell's friends here 
that he has ‘been an innocent party through- 
out; that his reputation is above reproach, 
and that he will be able to prove his inno- 
cence even though things look black for him. 
Ben CRijpon is a blond with mild blue eyes 

ré covered with spectacles, and woulda 
more likely be mistaken for a minister than 
a horseman who would concoct a scheme for 
fleecing the bookmakers that has no parallel 
in history.

“ter how stringent they may be, is not deemed | 
likely by those having the best acquaintance 
‘with the matter, but measures of detection 
@re likely to prove effective, and the prompt 
expulsion for life of an offender or two will 
strike at the root of the matter in such fash- 
fon that “‘ doping’’ will become a thing of 
the past. 
There is going to be trouble, however, when 

the question of just what constitutes “* dop- 
ing’’ is to be settled. From the earliest days | 
of,the English running turf it has been the | 
practice to relieve distressed horses, or in- 
#pire faint hearted ones, by a liberal inward 
application of champagne at the propér time. 
Whisky and other liquors also have been 
given with good effect for the same purpose. 


Opium for Indian Ponies. 

This practice has been universally winked 
at, but if there is to be agitation and reform 
ft hardly will be possible-to retain whisky and 
champagne among the innocuous drinks for : 
.race horses and at the same time bar certain 
drugs which are now used. One of these 
drugsisopium.

Fight Shy of Betting Trouble.

has had a finger in the Readville pie for a 
number of years, although not every one was 
aware of the fact. The big’men in the Read-

“Blue Laws” Are Firm. 

There has been intermittent trouble about 
betting at racetracks near Boston for a good 
many years. In the old days of the Mystic 
and Beacon park courses there was many a ' 
“squeeze” by disgruntled people who 
wanted an interest in the betting privilege, 
and even when the governor is willing to ‘* be 
a good fellow” and overlook violations of 
‘the law on the numerous racetracks in 
Massachusetts, there is the Watch and Ward 
society to be looked out for.. Also there are 
some individuals who know the law and are 
willing to spend a little money to see that It 
i@ enforced—unless something is slipped 
them by people who like to race horses and 
bet on the result. All through New England 
the trouble with harness racing is that, al- 
though a vast majority of the population | 
favors horse racing and is willing to wink at 
betting during meetings.of a week’s duration 
each in the different large towns, no amount 
of sentiment will suffice to secure a repeal of 
the famous blue laws. Even the men who 
want betting on racing say it will not do to 
tinker with the statutes, as in case a liberal | 
racing law was. sought other interests than 
those of the harness turf would demand that 
in equity sundry enactments anent Sunday 
observance be amended to suit their views. 


No Chance for Change. 

That is the dead line. The one thing above 
all others the Massachusetts man takes pride 
in is that saloons close at 11 p. m., and that 
on Sunday thirsty people must writhe un- 
aided in their agony.

Eight short 
months ago he was an unknown. 
With little previous experience 
around horses he rode his first 
winner, By Play, at Union park, 
St. Louis, in April of last year. 
The boy's style of riding caught 
the watchful eye of Jack Keene, 
who purchased for }v,000 a con- 
tract which J. F. Davis hadon the’ 
lad's services afters he had won 
fifteen races. This contract still 
has ‘twenty-one months to run. 
Radtke’s record in the last few 
months has been Ifttie short of 
wonderful. While other crack 
jockeys have been the result of a 
gradual development Rad‘ke’s 
rise to fame has been instantan- 
eous. He has nidden more winners 
at every track where he has had 
mounts since last april than any 
other jockey, with the single ex- 
ception of Detroit, where he rode 
for only ten days. In spite of the 
& fact that he did not begin riding 

until April he finished up the year no worse 
than third in the. Hst of winning American 
jockeys. On ten different occasions during 
the year he, rode three winners in one day. 
He has the enviable reputation of always rid- 
ing to win if he possibly can. Alert at the 
post, an excelléht judge of pace, and a strong 
finisher, he has a tremendous following in 
San Francisco, and horses that would be 5 to 
1 with almost any other rider are nobetter 
than 3 to 1 when Radtke hasthe mount. His 
consistent record and frequent victories have 
made him populer with the race going public.

The proprietress of one of the oldest es- 
tablished registers in London, whose princi- 
pal business is to provide recruits for the 
servants’ halls of aristocracy, tells the same 
story of smalier establishments. 

“TI have on my books numbers of men serv- 
ants of irreproachabie character and with 
records for continuous service,” she stated, 
“who, though they have occupied responsi- 
ble positions in houses of noblemen, are ready 
to take anything that offers, knowing the 
outlook for the man servant out of employ- 
ment is about as bad ascan be. Entertaining 
in the hotels and restaurants has killed the 
prospects of the upper class servant. 

“A generation ago the men servants in 
large houses invariably brought up their 
children to follow in their own footsteps, but 
now the girls are going Into the postoffice and 
the boys are being trained as chauffeurs.

AUTOISTS ARE INTERESTED 
IN EASILY DETACHED TIRE. 


French Publication Describes Device 
Which Robs the Puncture of Its Ter- 
rors to Tourists and Racers.

PARIS, Jan. 6—An interesting article re- 

cently published was the description of a 
new departure in the always vexed question 
of tires. This consists of a detachable rim. 
The wheels of the automobile are fitted with 
a thick steel rim, through which a series of 
six bolts passed. 

The tire is mounted in the ordinary man- 
ner upon a separate steel rim, cut flat on the 
inside, and is made to slip over the steel 
band on which the wheel, projecting from 
the near side of ita rim are six steel eyes 
which pass over the six bolts, with nuts to 
keep this tire in place. 

The advantage of the new device is that in 
racing or touring, in case of a punctured 
tire, all the chauffeur has to do is to pick up 
the automobile wheel and in five minutes 
slip on the new tire, which is inflated ready. 

Local interest has been manifested in the 
discussion waged im New York as to the 
capability of French chauffeurs. The gen- 
eral view here is that It is abeurd to consider 
that nationality influences the question, but 
it is pointed out that French chauffeurs, from 
long training, naturally understand the 
mechanism of French machines better than 
Americans, so they may be more capable of 
driving imported automobiles.

Great Britain and King Leo- 
pold May Fight Over Fa- 
shoda Territory. 


GERMANS BACK BELGIAN? 


Sovereign of Congo Refuses to 
Vacate District Claimed by 
the English. 


(BY EX-ATTACHE.] 

In the days of ancient Rome, prior, even, to 
the Christian era, a saying was current 
among the people of the Eternal city which 
Tan as follows: ‘' Ex Africa semper aliquid 
novum ”’ (From Africa there is always some- 
thing new). And the new was usually some- 
thing, of a disagreeable character. The 
Phrase has quite as much point and timeli- 
ness at the present moment as it had 2,000 
years ago. There is always something new 
from Africa, and in nine cases out of ten it 
is something disagreeable. , 

Thus, the world has just become aware 
that Great Britain and King Leopold in his 

. Capacity as sovereign of the Congo Free 
State are on the verge of war in the center 
of Africa, that ig to say, near the sources of 
the Nile, and inasmuch as any atmed conflict 
in the dark continent would undoubtedly in- 
volve troubles of a grave character in Europe, 
into which other powers would probably be 
drawn, the matter deserves careful study, and 
gomething more than mere passing note. 
Three months ago Mme. de Thebes, the 
Parisian seeress, who predicted the deaths of 
* the marquis de Mores, of Empress Elizabeth, 
and of King Humbert weeks and weeks be- 
fore they occurred, and whose prognostica- 
tions have been realized in so many other in- 
stances, prophesied that it was Belgium, or 
King d, who would not only con- 
stitute the principal cause of international 
Gifferences but even of war between Euro- 
pean powers in the year 1906. At that time 
mo one pald much attention to the ferecast of 
ggoun de Thebes, as the only trouble in sight 
‘controversy relating to the frightful atroci- 
ties perpetratedaipen the natives in the Congo 
Free State, less, perhapa, by the. officials of, 
his government than by the agents of the 
various rubber companies to which he has 
farmed out enormous tracts of territory, and 
in which he is usually the principal sbare- 
holder. The latest news, however, from Af- 
rica imparts a totally different and muc” 
more serious meaning to the words of Mme. 
de Thebes, and it looks as if King Leopold 
were destined to develop into a disturbing 
element of the peace of the world in 1906. 


‘Act of War by Britain. 


The source of the tension between King 
Leopold and Great Britain is the possession 
of that particular portion of the fermer 
Egyptian province of Bahr-el-Ghazal, known 
as the Lado Enclave, on the western bank of 
the Nile, and before proceeding to briefly re- 
late the history of the dispute I would call 
attention to the fact that the English govern- 
ment, or rather, I should say, the Anglo- 
Egyptian authorities, have just issued a 
proclamation forbidding any vessel or boat 

’. to ascend or descend the White Nile beyond 
Bor, a station on the river just below the 
Lado Enclave, and have at the same time 
adopted measures to prevent any communica- 
tion by land between the Anglo-Egyptian 
Soudan and the Lado Enclave. This has the 
effect of cutting off the Belgians and the 
*Congo Free State officiais stationed at the 
various fortified posts and trading settle- 
ments in the Lado Enclave and in the Bahr- 
@-Ghazal province from all intercourse with 
Burope, and with the outer world in general 
by way of the Nile, and will compet their 
mafis, supplies, reinforcements, and mer- 
chandise to be sent via the Congo valley and 
through that terrfble Central African forest 
which the late Sir Henry Stanley so graphi- 
cally and powerfully portrayed in all its hor- 
ror in his book relating his quest and relief 
of Emin Pasha. 

Such a measure as this on the part of the 
Angio-Egyptian authorities is equivalent to 
an act of war. It is certainly incompatible 

“with the normal relations of two powers pro- 
fessediy friendly, and inasmuch as it has for 

ts avowed object the rendering of the Lado 
Enclave and of the Bahr-el-Ghazal province 
untenable by King Leopold’srepresentatives, 
it can only be censtrued in the Hight of an 
ultimatum. 


| Leopold Capable of Defense. 


- for the latter King Leopold has been pre- 
paring for some time past. It is perfectly 
clear that he does not propose to permit him- 
self to be ousted from the position which he 
has been allowed to assume on the western 
banks of the upper Nile, and, according to 
trustworthy advices received from the Angto- 
Egyptian authorities in the Soudan and con- 
firmed from Brussels, it would seem that in- 
the Lado Enclave alone he had assembled a 
force of something like 10,000 seasoned 
troops, well provisioned and splendidly 
equipped, while scattered in every direction 
along the banks of the Nile andits important 
tributaries are strong hexagonal shaped 
forts, armed not alone with Maxims, but also 
with Nordenfeldt guns and ordnance of a 
character to admit of a stubborn defense. 


Expects Aid from Germany. 


That King Leopold does not expect to 
fight alone, and.relies upon support, first of 
all moral and then material, from Germany, 
ig shown by the concessions which he has 
made in connection with the rectification of 
the frontiers between the Teuton possessions 
in Africa and the Congo Free State, which 
are conterminous for a considerable dis- 
tance. Whether or not these hopes of Leo- 
ages are destined to be realized remains. to 

seen. Germany's trade with Great Brit- 
ain is of too colossal a character to admit 
of a war being lightly undertaken which 
would have the effect of bringing to a stand- 
still the commerce between these two pow- 
erful nations, and ruining thousands of their 
respective industries. This is a fact which 
it is well always to bear in mind in con- 
nection with the Anglo-German war scares 
which have been so frequent uuring the last 
twelve months. But, still, King Leopold’s 
African deals with the German government 
would furnish the latter with even a still 
stronger ground for making its voice heard 
in any armed conflict between Great Britain 
and the ruler of the Congo Free State than 
# could claim for intervening in Morocco. 


Under Secretary on Leepold’s Trail. 
It does not bode well altogether for the 
prospects of any peaceful settlement be- 
tween Leopold and England on the subject 
ef their differences in central Africa that 
Lerd Lansdowne’s. yeunger brother, Lord 
EBaémond Fitzmaurice, who has just been 
elevated to the peerage, should have become 
the under secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs in the new liberai administration, and 
its representative in the heuse of lords, for

tion. In 1804 England made up her mind that 
the recovery of the Soudan was indispensa- 
ble to her mastery ef pt and to the pros- 
perity and welfare of the latter. She hada 
learned at length that to control the lower 
portions of the Nile it was necessary to com- 
mand the upper reaches of that mighty river, 
and therefore became greatly alarmed when 
she became aware that France gradually was 
extending her infil¥ence eastward across the 
continent from herCongo colony, with a view 
of establishing herself permanently on the 
banks of the upper Nile, to the south of that 
portion thereof around Khartum which wes 
held by the khalifa and his dervishes. 


England Leases to Leopold. 

Before the insurrection had been suppressed 
it was difficuk for England te secure effective 
control of that portion of the Upper Nile val- 
ley threatened by French occupation. For 
the Uganda railroad was not then in exist- 
ence. So the late Lord Kimberley, who was 
then English minister of foreign affairs, tak- 
ing the ground that the Upper Nile valley 
was still an Egyptian dependency, undertook 
to lease a considerable portion of the prev- 
ince of Bahr-<l-Ghazal to King Leopold, In 
his capacity as sovereign of the Congo Free 
State, the lease to lapse on the king’s death. 

The object of the lease was te constitute an 
effective barrier between French ambitions 
and the Upper Nile. The scheme, however, 
proved abortive. For less than four months 
after Lord Kimberley had signed this con- 
vention with Leopold, the latter, with the 
most cynical disregard of his obligations to 
Great Britain, negotiated an agreement with 
France by which in exchange for her recog- 
nitien of certain frontier claims elsewhere, 
he ceded to her his rights of eccupation of the 
banks of the Nile in that portion of the Bahr- 
el-Ghazal province outside the Lado Enclave. 
It was on the strength of this agreement be- 
tween King Leopold and France, to which 
England was no party, that the Maj. Mar- 
chand expedition was dispatched, and which, 
reaching the Nile and establishing itself at 
Fashoda, almost brought England and 
France to war before it was withdrawn. 


Leopold Invalidates Lease. 

As matters stamd now, therefore, King 
Leopeld can have ne claim to that pertion 
of the Bahr-el-Ghazal province not included 
in the Lado Dnclaye, since not only &d he 
fatl to occupy it at the time when he pledged 
himself to do so, but, moreover, surrendered 
all his rights over it to France by his con- 
vention of Aug. 14, 1894, and if France sub- 
sequemtly withdrew therefrom by virtue of 
an agreement with England and in the lat- 
ter’s favor, ®& could not in any way have 
the effect of reéstablishing the king’s lease- 
hold rights therete. With regard to the Lado 


‘Enclave, which the Congo Free Stdte forces 


eventually did occupy, the Einglish take the 
ground that they are at liberty to treat its 
lease as null and vold, owing to the faflure 
of Leopold te give the censideration for 
which it was granted or te fulfill his engage- 
ments towards England in respect thereto. 


Powerful Influences in Background. 

About twe years ago Leopold seemed to be 
on the peint of yielding to the representa- 
tions ef the ernment, and to have 
resolved te withdraw from the Nile. But all 
of'a sudden something occurred te change his 
mind. There are people who ascribe it to 
German or Russian infiuencesn. But the 
fact remains that since then he has assumed 
an intractable, defiant attitude towards Eng- 
land, and, as stated above, has not only spent 
an enormeus amount of money in strength- 
ening his defenses in the Lado Enclave but 
likewise in establishing fortified posts at all 
sorts of points in that portien of the Bahr-el- 
Ghazal prevince of Pgypt which he had sur- 
renéered to France in 1894, and from which 
France had subsequently withdrawn, after 
the Fashoda episode, by virtue of an agree- 
ment with England and in the favor of the 
latter. 

It is this that hae created the situation 
which the British government has now de- 
cided to settle once and for all time. The 
embargo which has been laid upon all inter- 
course, communications, and traffic between 
the Belgfan and.Congo Free State posts and 
settlements, in the Lado Enclave amd else- 
where in the Bahr-el-Ghazal province, and 
the outer world will have the effect of render- 
ing the situation there almost untenable, 
and it is lMeeky to lead to reprisals by King 
Leopolé’s troops stationed there. And then, 
too, attempts to run Free State steamers 
down the river would assuredly be opposed, 
forcibly if necessary, by the Anglo-HDgyptian 
gunboats which patrol the Nile. 


Britain May Begin Hostilities. 
If there is no clash provoked by King Leo- 


‘ pold’s troops in the Bahr-el-Ghazal province 


and no withdrawal, then ttis extremely proo- 
able that the Anglo-Dgeyptian government 
will adopt measures to compel them to retire. 
In that case there is certain to be bloodshed 
and a conflict, the jeffects of which will be 
felt in Europe, since it is @ifficult to conceive 
the idea of Engiand betng at war with King 
Leopold as sovereign of the Free State and 
on friendly terms with him as ruier of Bel- 
gium. In fact Africa, which ie always fur- 
nishing something new, seems about to pro- 
vide the world with another international 
imbreglio of quite as unpleasant a character 
as the unfortunate controversy about Mo- 
rocco, |

commission in Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, 
the Northwest provinces, and British Colum- 
bia, at which only one side has so far been 
heard from.

HYMNS YOU OUGHT TO KNOW 


THE KING OF LOVE. 
BY SIR HENRY WILLIAMS BAKER. 


(Sir Henry Williams Baker [London, Dngland. 
May 27, 1821—Moenkland, Herefordshire, Fb. 12, 
1877] was not only a baronet but he was also a 
clergyman in active service, being the vicar of 
Monkiand. He was the author of many hymns 
and was appointed chairman of the cemmittee | 
which compiled arfd edited that splendid collection 
known as “ Hymns, Ancient and Modern,’’ This 
hymn, which is, of course, based on the Twenty- 
third psalm, was published in 1868. A pathetic In- 
terest attaches to the last two lines of the third 
stanza; they were the last words uttered by their 
author, being quoted a few moments before he died. 
The hymn is usually sung to the tune “Dominus 
Regtt,”’ by Dr. Dykes.]

In 1898 12,964 children were admitted into houses of correction, and 
all destitute or orphaned children were given over to private families at 
the expense of thé government, about $5,000,000 having been appro- 
priated for this purpose; that is, about twenty times more than is ex- 
pended for the same purpose in Italy, which has seven times the popu- 
lation of Australia. The same zeal and the same fiery war is now being 
engaged in against alcoholism, which explains for us the significant de- 
crease in the number of inebriates. The consumption of alcohol sinks 
with each year, so that the per capita consumption has decreased to 
2.21 gallons against 2.75 gallons heretofore. 

Similar measures are being adopted in London and in Genf, where 
the Salvation army, the child colonies, Dr. Barnardo’s houses, ragged 
schools, etc., have worked real wonders in protecting children from 
being involved in lives ef crime. 

I believe now that, without self-exaltation, I may venture to state 
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by what I had said about that great enchantress, the author of “ The 
Italian.” 1 suggested that “The Italian” might be read in and for 
its own sake, but this, it seems, was a feat of return to the past which 
could not, even be contemplated as possible. It was possible to read some- 
thing written today about Mrs. Radcliffe but not to open her own pages. 
Now, Mrs. Radcliffe did not really write in “ early English,” as the 
young lady said as an excuse ‘for her inability to read Miss Austen. 

To be sure the books are not in scariet cloth with a gilded effort at 
decoration, but in full calf; the type is not precisely of the present sort, 
and the pages are sallow. Even in a modern reprint, with none of 


the cruel disadvantages just described, a book a.century old is a sealed 


book to the majority of mankind. The repelled modern cannot analyze 
the sentiment that frightens her away from things not of the moment 


and free from the delicious fragrance exuded by motors. She cannot 


explain this horror of the past, and I can only attest that it is a fact 
in our actual psychology, like the horror of rural solitude. In a boat 
on a Highland loch a steam launch passed us, burning bad coal. A 
fair companion sniffed the tainted breeze and'rapturously exclaimed: 
* How nice! It smells like London!” ‘I did not think it “ nice” at all, 
and would rather have seen the galley of Donald Dubh stealing out 
from behind an island and heard the march of the Glen Orchy men from 
the distant chanters.

A remarkable example of the precisely opposite sort of taste is ex- 


hibited in the catalogue of the library of the late M. Marcel Schwob. 
This catalogue preves that M. Schwob had no kind of love for the up to 
date, and reveals him as “the old duke of dark corners,” the explorer

This idea has not been entirely lost in the 
west, but the dominance of materialism has caused it to be regarded 
practically as mere superstition, yet undoubtedly it is a tremendous 
factor in the national life of all oriental nations, and when examined 


‘ impartially will be seen to have a hasis of reason. If evolution be a 


fact, then the existence of such intelligences becomes more than likely. 
It would seem that this Japanese ideal is one well worth preserving 
to mankind, as affording a rational conception of the manner in which 
the world is governed in the divine economy. The appellation applied 
to such great beings—the “ spirits of the ancestors "—covers far more 


the world’s work, the crying need is for the many who can command 
a sane, level headed comprehension of opportunity and duty, and who 
have with this the physique and driving force bringing them to bear. 

Mediocrity, in its overworn sense, is not a pleasant word. Yet in 
simple truth it is descriptive of the oyerwhelming masses of the world’s 
workers. These masses of the mediocre are the forces of the world. 
Without them it would be impossible for the civilized world to hang 
together. The thin ranks of genius are marshaled and directed by the 
medioere. Without strict generalship along the enduring. lines of 
sanity and truth, genius would die of vapidness and inanition.

It will be that the great majority of his 
men are not giving him even a full half measure of their own capabili- 
ties. This has been one of the profoundest discouragements of the em- 
It has been one of the greatest deterring agencies 
which have worked against the opportunities of men. Why is it that 
there is scarcely an institution of any kind employing a score of persons 


which has not added as a costly necessity either the automatic time 


clock or the personal timekeeper? Simply because men will not come 
and go in full mensure of time, to say nothing of their not giving the 
best of work that is in them. | 
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have regarding each other as divinities the discovery that the 
object of worship is human and fallible is sure to be upsetting and dis- 
concerting, as all disillusion must be. It may be complimentary to-be 
considered perfection, but it is by no means always a thing to be desired: 
it is often difficult, figuratively as well as literally, to “ live up to one’s 


blue china.” 
For instance, Edwin fondly believes that Angelina’s- name is but

I recall 
now only the bicycle thieving, which became epidemic; the kidnaping of 
minors by the auto; the betrayals and deceptions carried on through the 
telegraph and telephone; the extortions and calumnies of the press; the 
prostitution of photography, which in its latest form in the kinemete- 
scope seduces to crime through a refinement of deception and falsifica- 
tion. All new acquisitions of technique are new forms of intoxication 
which are no less perilous than alcohol, But an enlightened government 
will look in the new instruments of crime for the means also of its de- 
struction and will find them. The bicycle, the telegraph, the telephone, 
and the photograph can be most useful in the detection of the criminal. 
Finally, anthropology and anthropometry in their revelations on crimina) 
features furnish new instruments in fighting the army of criminals. .

Death cannot be a 
terror to the man who believes, not only that it destroys his conscious- 
ness, but that the life which follows it is itself not a permanent con- 
dition, but one which will itself terminate eventually in the resumptien 
of a body of flesh and the renewing of the process of gaining experi- 
ence in physical life, which is one phase of a great evolutionary 
process. This idea is by no means new in the world, though so long lost 
sight.of in the west. Yet even here it is gaining ground as a possible 
explanation of the puzzle of life. 

The practical result of a real belief in reincarnation is shown in 
the indifference to death which we eal] in the Japanese, “ bravery.” 

We are apt to lose sight of the fact that western ideals are not 
sufficient for the all round development of humanity. We are too 
materialistic and stand greatly in need of a leaven of eastern ideals, if 
not more than the orientals do of the practical aspects of our civiliza- 


At one time in my Hfe I stood as an uncompromising opponent of 
the time clock. It was a fixed principle with me that never would I 
take a place where one of the requisites of employment included the 
turning of a key in a time register. Neither have I had to do so; but in 
my experience of the business world I have had to acknowledge the 
absolute necessity of the timekeeping principle, not only in the large 
establishments but in some of the smaHest of them. 

This does not.imply that in the majority of cases there is a deliberate 
dishonest disposition on the part of the employé to escape the hours of 
service for which he is paid. In the mere possibilities of the man’s 
“letting down” in his work there are a hundred incidental things which 
would make him. forgetful of the obligations of time. At the same 
time, if every person who is held to his measure of work by the time 
clock and‘ the timekeeper were to be discharged tomorrow, the vacan- 
cies in the field of, the world’s work would be filled slowly. 

Just as one loses in incidéntal ways his sense of service by the 
clock, 80 he may lose his sense of obligation in giving a full measure of 
his work. He may lose this sense of obligation even to himself, where 
he is his own employer and the recipient directly of his own gains. 
There are thousands of men in the position of employés today who are 
writhing and denouncing the fate that keeps them in the position of 
employés, and who vet, with all advantages and equipment given them 
out of hand for the promotion of their own pet schemes, would prove 
failures for the lack of application. 

It is in this way that the time clock systems are making the initial 
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as air, present themselves as confirmation of the theory. Hysterics, re- 
proaches, and semi-tragic scenes follow. The first time it happens it 
interests the man, providing, of course, that he takes it, as he generally 
does, to mean that the tempest in a teapot is wholly and solely the result 
of great and exceeding love for himself.

It merely worries the vast 
majority of men to be questioned forever as to the exact sum of their 
rapture. And, if women could but be made to understand it, when a 
man’s love really and truly is upom the wane, no amount of teasing and 
worrying ever will avail to coax it back sgaip to the fall. One may 
perhaps revive it and woo it back by loving tenderness and tact, but no 
love was ever restored by the tiresome fretting and nagging, which is 
far more likely to be the death of all affection. at

But ‘Hustler’ Can Make Money 


Good Opening for the Right Man in Most 
Any Town, but All Are Not the Right Man. 


ITH $1,000 as a round figure, backed 

v> by good judgment and enough 

of the quality of business strenu- 

- Qusness, a young man may go into 

“thé lunchroom business in a good 

location and build up a patronage which 

‘will insure him at least a good living and 

something for the ‘‘ rainy day.’’ This money 

figure and this opportunity, of course, apply 

to the man in a metropolitan city where the 

site of the business may command approxi- 
mately 400 customers a day. 

One who ventures into the business under 
these conditions cannot expect a “ picnic ” 
inany sense. It will be touch and go business 
that may keep him awake occasionally when 
he would rather be in bed, sound asleep. 
But well managed, a good lunchroom on the 
quick eating basis has money in it and it 
is so essentially a cash husiness that the 
owner may expect to get his profits every day 
—if he can manage the machinery of the busi- 
ness. 

Under the simplest form of management 
the lunchroom will be a day room, opening 
for business with a breakfast early enough 
for its customers and closing about 8 o'clock 
in the evening. The class of the food and 
service to some extent depends upon the lo- 
cality, but in general the lunchroom de- 
mands are such that the best is not too good. 
A man may like to eat his luncheon in fifteen 
minutes, but he doesn’t want to be driven 
away from it in three minutes because it 
isn’t posible to eat any more of the stuff. 


* » 
Location Is First Consideration. 

Starting a lunchroom business, 4s in any 
other line, a proper location is of first con- 
sideration. It will be the noon trad¢ which 
will make the money and the site of the place 
must be such as to bring attention of the 
passersby to it. Something must be done to 
attract attention to the windows, suggesting 
appetizing foods—novelties and the first spe- 
cialties of a season, perhaps. Furniture, fix- 
tures, light, air, cleanliness, good service, and 
good foods—nothing should be neglected; no 
one wants so cheap and mean 4 meal that he 
can’t appreciate all of these things. 

Taking a downtown location as a possibility 
for a lunchroom enterprise and figuring for 
a day place which might accommodate 400 


patrons a day, @ room 20x60 feet inside meas-~, 


urement is admirable. Off this at the rear 
a kitchen 10x18 feet can be inclosed, leaving 
the fifty feet in front for the counter arrange- 
ment, 

In this front space it will require in round 
figures 100 feet of counter, One may pay 
almost any price for this woodwork, but at 
$1.75 a running foot counter work that is 
good enough may be bought. Stools that are 
set twenty-two inches apart, measuring from 
center to center, give space enough for com- 
fort. Set in this way such a counter arrange- 
ment will accommodate fifty persons at a 


time.

Noon Hours Test of Management. 

In the mornings and afternoons proper, this 
will be space to spare on the basis of 400 cus- 
tomers a day.

The most important of the equipments of 
a lunchroom is a good steam table for the 
kitchen.

A good refrig- 
erator is essential, and it should be large 
enough for all demands on it, for the reason 
that in the roominess of it the owner of the 
place may find a great after saving in the cost 
of his foodstuffs.

To have fed these people as they should 
be fed will have required a working force of 
at least eleven persons beside himself. He 
will need six waitresses, at $1 a day each; 
two cooks, one at $2 a day and an assistant 
at $1.75; two dishwashers at $1 a day each, 
and a cashier at $1.75 a day. 

In the choosing of the best applicants for 
place at these figures the new proprietor will 
need all the judgment which he can com- 
mand. When he has the best choice made he 
will need all of his attention and executive 
ability to make sure of satisfactory service 
from these employés. To the extent that 
he can command the best that is in these 
people he will feel that he is going to succeed 
in his venture. For nothing will kill such a 


venture half as quickly as bad service in all 
its forms. . 
As further fixed items of expenses In the 


course of a year he may list paper napkins, 


toothpicks, straws, matches, bills of fare, and 
such, which will make a total not far from 
$200 for the twelve months. 

In the conduct of such a lunchroom as this, 
wherever the proprietor may buy the best of 
goods at the least cost and in the most 
economical quantities, he will be “ finding 
money.’ Here a roomy refrigerator and a 
storage place for quantities of food are good 
investments. With sufficient room in his 
refrigerator, for instance, he can buy a sixty 
pound tub of butter and save from 60 cents 
to $1.20 on its cost. Canned stuffs bought 
in quantities may be bought at a saving. 
Many other things botight in quantity make 
a saving that is well Worth while. -If neces- 
sary, however, purchases may be made from 
day to day simply to Jast over the twenty- 
four hours. 


* * 
Quick Service Secret of Success. 

How to get these foodstuffs to the com 
sumer at the counter in the best style in the 
quickest time is the rest of the proposition. 
In serving 400 patrons, as outlined, it may 
be counted upon that the average man will 
sit fifteen minutes at the counter. Probably 
one person in,ten will eat a lunch counter 
** meal ’’; the others will eat the quick serv- 
ice lunch, and through the iist of 400 orders 
the average will be 18 cents each. This will 
make the day’s receipts $72 gross. If out 
of these receipts the proprietor counts $15 
clear profits for the day he is doing a suc- 
cessful business. He may be counting less 
to profit—if he is an exceptionally good man- 
ager he may be making a little more. 

Always to the extent that he can adopt 
time saving methods in his service, espe- 
cially at the’ time of the noon luncheon, he 
has opportunity for a higher profit. A good 
many men will wait two or three minutes 
to find a seat in a crowded lunchroom, but 
there are few who could be expected to wait 
longer. In this manner the question of sec- 
ends in feeding a customer are material, and 
half seconds in removing dishes and clearing 
a place for the next person are to be counted. 


a * 
What Men Eat Downtown. 

It has been observed that men eating 
downtown luncheons are quick to choose @ 
dish which they have not had at, home. 
Rhubarb pie, for instance, is likely to ap- 
pear in a lunchroom before a housewife feels 
that she can afford to buy the vegetable in the 
local market. 
In this manner pies and shortcakes that are 
earliest have a sharp demand at the lunch 
counters, and offer good profit. Coffee of the 
best, bought in money saving quantity, is es- 
sential. Eggs, especially, must be good. 
Butter must be of the best, and so with bréad. 
If in the business of a lunch counter the 
noon rush is out of proportion, it is possible 
to get two or three waiters who will serve 
for a part of the.day at 75 cents, saving a 
quarter to: the proprietor. Dishes that are 
especially attractive may be introduced at 
a cost that leaves a bigger profit than on some 
standard article, which otherwise would have

o'clock will turnaway 
for lack of room. 
Feeding fifty persons 
in the morning before 
the luncheon hour and 
sevemy-five persons 
after luncheon is over 
will be a fair expecta- 
tion, leaving 275 per- 
sons to be fed between 
the hours of 11:30 and 
2 o'clock. 

Tt is at the noon 
luncheon hours that 
the test of the man- 
agement of such @ 
place must be demon- 
strated. The person 
who comes to a lunch- 
room to eat expects 
to be served quickly, 
to eat quickly, and get 
away. How to help 
him ie'the hardest art 
im Juch serving. If it 
is a pretty hard job to 
feed 275 people in 
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is a wide fleid for in- 
genulty and business 
method. 

These are outlines 
for a successful lunch 
counter business in a 
big city’s center. But 
the founder of the en- 
terprise will need to 
stay with it in person 
and spirit. His great- 
est troubles will be 
with his help. One in 
twenty cooks and 
waiters may be count- 
ed upon as steady 
and worth while. The 
rest will come and 
go in any and all 
fashions. With all 
handicaps, however, 
the man who will 
work har® and who 
knows enough to learn 
of experience, may 
find a good field for 
his efforts in a metro- 
politan lunchroom.

T is too much for any one person to expect 
to establish a mail ordér business on a $10 
bill. Somebody, somewhere, might have 
done so, but there is a story to the effect 
that Ole Bull, playing the violin one night, 
had three strings snap on him, one at a time, 
and yet finished the piece magnificently on 
the one string left. Bull played beautifully 
on the one violin string; thousands of hard 
students of the violin play miserably on four 
strings. 

Good business methods are as inseparably 
at the bottom of the successful mail ordet 
house as they are at the pase of the retail 
store, where personality is in every transac- 
tion. -The person who hasn't the gift of busi- 
ness method in his composition will fail at 
mail order work as he will fail at any other 
line requiring that essential to success. 

I know a voung man in Racine, Wis., who 
had a few dollars in his pocket and just a 
little credit behind him. He conceived the 
idea that the hatpin ordinarily worn by 
women was ugly arid damaging to the ma- 
terlal*of the hat beyond all sanity. He set 
about and made a pin that offered more 
stability to the hat and which held it in place 
without damage. This hatpin, costing just 
half a cent to manufacture, was made the 
basis of the young man’s mail order business 
and a house of §%,500,000 capital has grown 
out of the original hatpin venture. 


* ~ 
n Does Not Establish Rule. 

This is the story of one young man. At 
the same time, in contrast, itanight be ven- 
tured as a fact that a thousand other young 
men in Wisconsin since that time have had 
ideas quite as valuable which not only have 
not become the bases of mail order busi- 
nesses but which have not even gone through 
the patent office at Washington, thus giv- 
Ing the benefit of the ideas to the world in 
practical form.“ It might be possible that 
there are two or three other young men ‘in 
the country who had this hatpim idea itself 
before it was worked out and the invention 
put on the market. But they didn’t do any- 
thing if they did, They hadn’t the business 
ability of the young man who acted. 

Action is not everything, either. Acting 
first and thinking afterward may be ona of 


vee 


the most’ expensive and dangerous things in 


the business world. 

The enthusiast today who has the mail 
order initiative in him has need of thinking 
before he takes the step. He is like the 
prospector who goes out into the beaten 
tracks of some of the old miners of the west. 
expecting to find gold in paying quantities. 
Two or three such novices may find gold, but 
10,000 others will fail. Today the young 
man who goes into the small mail order 
business with a few dollars needa to make 
sure of his market. There is no surer gauge 
of the control of his market than in having 
control of the commodity which he is to dis- 
pense. In this manner the possession of the 
patent papers on some invention is at once 
an assurance that he will have the market- 
ing of this thing to the extent that it is de- 
serving a market. 

* . 
Salesmanship Necessary to Success. 

Salesmanship is at the bottom of the mail 
order business. When a man or woman has 
opened a small mail order business it is con- 
ceded that he will need to make customers 
of people who are strangers and who are 
some distance away from him. He knows 
that these same prospective customers have 
been receiving the catalogues of the large 
mail order houses, which already have es- 
tablished reputations in the field. Manifest- 
ly he has to do something to attract first 
the attention of the person who has been 
buying from an established concern, and 
when this attention is attracted he will have 
to show, by means of correspondence, why 
it is to the advantage of the prospective cus-' 
tomer to buy from him, who is small and 
unknown as a dealer. 

It is here that the advantage comes in 
having the control of the commodity which 
the young mail order enthusiast has to vend. 
Having that control, it requires none of this 
argument why the customer should buy of 
him. Why the customer should buy at all 
is sufficient. And here it is that the every 
day necessities of almost everybody become 
the best possible things in which to deal. 

Some small tool, necessary to the shop and

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the household, is an excellent line for the 
smal mail order business. It will be some- 
thing which,if manufactured economically, 
can be sold at tremendous profit. The owner 
of the patent can put this profit on the goods 
as deeply as the demand for it will bear. He 
controls the article and the business Gone 
with it. There is a young man in Cincinnati 
who began with such an invention, using & 
$1 pine table as the sole office fixture for his 
new business. Already he has cleaned up 
$25,000, and more is coming in every Gay.

Ads Must Be Cleverly Prepared, 

Having the necessary thing which he coa- 
trols, this small operator in mail orders has 
to prepare his printed literature effectively. 
He might hire it done if he had money 
enough. But if he has any gift of description 
and any magnetic devotion to his business he 
ought to be able to prepare his circulars and 
his correspondence better than any one. His 
ability as a long range salesman will be called 
upon in any event. His personality will need 
to show in his letters as much or more than 


in the talk of a counter salesman at a retail, 


corner store. And this before the first order 
is received. 

As a matter of fact, some of the best corre- 
spondence and salesmanship is required after 
a sale has been accomplished and the order 
has been filled and delivered. Ordinarily over 
the counter the retail salesman is present te 
m any objections which the possible cus- 
toner makes at any time during the sales 
talk, and at all times the thing purchased is 
to be seen and examined. When a sale has 
been made at a distance and the package 
opened without the purchaser having seen 
the thing bought, there is a stronger disposi- 
tion to criticise the purchase. Some little ex- 
planation on the spot might dissipate this 
fault finding’ But there is no such opportu- 
nity for the salesman and the buyer at « dis- 
tance may not be incensed enough to makea 
written protest; he simply makes up his mind 
not to buy any more, Thus the mail order 
man loses one customer, and this one may 
drive twenty others from taking a like chance 
at an order. 


. a 

Cheap and Effective Ads Needed. 

How to advertise economically and effee- 
tively is something necessary to the best 
conduct of the mail order business. For ex- 
ample, a man has an article for sale which 
brings $1 and which may be shipped 600 
miles fdr 15 cents. He discovers, however, 
that before he can get the thing to the Pacifie 
coast the carrier charges have eaten up every 
possible margin of profit, perhaps entailing 
loss On the sale. Manifestly it is no ad- 
vantage for him to have the article exploited 
in coast publications—he couldn’t afford te 
have the advertising free of charge, In this 
same manner, considering ¢xprese and 
freight charges on mail order stuff, the ¢ar- 
rier charges affect the field of advertising 
and limit it; it is only where the article can 


be sent by mall in the United States and 


Canada that an order from one place is as 
good as an order from another. : 

There are faflures in the mail order busi- 
ness—pienty of them, Only 1 per cent of the 
new businesses that are established on per- 
sonal relationships with the customer are 
successes in marked degree. Naturally, the 
mail order business in its small way numbers 
its failures. The causes of these small mail 
order failures are many, but one of the chief 
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causes is competition, as hag been sug- . 


gested. Another of these causes of failure is 
lack of capital. There is barely enough to 
have started the business had everything 
possible to its success gone as was expected. 
Naturally not everything went that way. 
The adventurer into the field suddenly found 
himself short of money and could not raige 
enough to tide him over. | 

Yet after these causes in detail have been 
listed, there is still another greater cause 
than all of these for the failure of the small 
order houses and side lines. The beginner 
has got the idea that, having his stockend 
having arranged his facilities, all elee necea- 
sary is for him to advertise somewhere and 
then sit down patiently and wait for business 
to come in! : 

Hundreds of these adventurers into the 
mail order business are still sitting, watt- 
ing, and they never have to get off their 
chairs, either! 


Wasted Time Means Failure;

AM 60 years old. 

I have been at work, more or less regu- 
larly, since I was 20, and part of the time 
between 10 and 20 years of age. 

I am a failure, a mediocrity rather, 
which probably is as bad, if not worse, than 
an utter failure. 

Sometimes, years ago, I used to kick and 
blame others bécause I was not a brilliant 
success. In fact, without boasting, I should 
have been a success. I am quite clever, I 
know my business, I can. sell stuff, and can 
hustle as hard as any one. I am a fairly 
faithful worker, and have the experience and 
have had the backing. Yet I have failed. 

The day I was 60 years old I made some 
calculations, based on solid, sober fact, sim- 
ply to show them to my boy, who is growing 
up, I hope at least, to be a bit different from 
his father. I had found out geverail years 
before why I failed, and I made these calcu- 
lations to make it plainer to him. Perhaps 
the figures may help some other young fel- 
low. 

Plainly, as I found out after blaming every- 
thing else, I was not a fairly successful man 
because I wasted too much time.

Wastes Eight Years in Fifty. 

In fact, I wasted over eight years of time 
out of fifty available for work in which I 
should have been*doing something to ad- 
vance or improve myself. 1 was and am 
moderately well fixed. If I had availed my- 
self of that time which I wasted carelessiy, 
and added the results to the small things that 
I have achieved, my family would have had a 
little more than my life ineurance to depend 
upon. em

Total waste in 50 Peare.................- 
The first ten years of life I did not coun:, 
cnyhow. So far as it goes it either can be 
eounted all wasted or all used. The fact 
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remains that in fifty years that should have 
been used I wasted absolutely 3,186 days and 
21 hours—over eight and a half years that 
might have been used advantageously. 

That is, I wasted nearly one-fifth of allmy 
time since I was 10 years old. I slept sixteen 
years out of those fifty, so they were una- 
vallable for profitable work. I was forced 
to eat for 1,140 days and 15 hours, or about 
three years, during those fifty, so there is 
nineteen out necessarily, and adding eight 
and a half years that I wasted there are 
over twenty-seven of the fifty years gone. 
When you deduct the time a man spends go- 
ing and coming to his work, the time he 
spends with his family, and in legitimate 
work ahd recreation outside of business. from 
the remaining twenty-three it becomes ap- 
parent that a man who is going to be a suc- 
cess must do it ina hurry if he wastes time 
as | have. 

And yet I am not an extraordinary case. 
I know hundreds of men who waste infinitely 
more tifhe than I do—and who wonder why 
they are not brililant successes. 

Just as in my case, they might have been 
if they had not wasted so much time. 

It is just like gambling—and the waste time 
represents the * percentage " in favor of the 
winner. The person who avails himself of 
that percentage wins, and the others lose. 


7. * 
Costs More to Leaf, Too. 

There is just onesother feature to tnis 
wasted time which I strove to impress upon 
my son, and which I would like to impress 
upon others. That is that is costs more to 
loaf than to work. A man who works all 
days spends little money, but he cannot loaf 
without spending at all times. I have figured 
that I cannot loaf over a billiard table, tn « 
barroom, or at cards under 75 cents an hour. 
It is impossibie, I know, to figure now how 
much money I spent in my useless loafing, 
but it is possible to make a rough calculation. 
Counting only the time in barrooms, over 
cards, billiards, and pool, in excessive smok- 
ing, and half of the time marked “ plain 
loafing,” as being expensive loafing, and 
figuring it at 50 cents an hour, that loafing 
cost me about §16,800 cash in fifty years.

pool, and cards will not dispute that 50 cents 
an hour expense is not high. ,

HH gods, lying beside their nectar 

on ’"Lympus and peeping over the edge 

of the cliff, perceive a difference in 

cities. Although it would seem that 

to their vision towns must appear as 
large or small ant hills without special char- 
acteristics, yet it is not so. Studying the 
habits of ants from so great-a height should 
be but a mild diversion when coupled with 
the soft drink that mythology tells us is 
their only solace. But doubtless they have 
amused themselves by the comparison of vil- 
lages and towns; and it will be no news to 
them (nor, perhaps, to many mortals) that In 
one particularity New York stands unique 
among the cities of the world. This shall be 
the theme of a little story addressed to the 
man who sits smoking with his Sabbath slip- 
pered feet on another chair, and to the wom- 
an who snatches the paper for a moment 
while, boiling greens or a narcotized baby 
leaves her free. With these I love to sit upon 
the ground and tell sad stories of the death 
of kings. 

New York City is inhabited by 4,000,000 
mysterious strangers; thus beating Bird Cen- 
ter by three millions and a half a dozen 0’s 
They came here in various ways and for 
many reasons—Hendrik Hudson, the art 
schools, green goods, the stork, the annual 
dressmakers’ convention, the Pennsylvania 
railroad, love of money, the stage, cheap 
excursion rates, brains, personal column ads, 
heavy walking shoes, ambition, freight trains 
—all these have a hand in making up the 
population. 

But every man Jack when he first sets foot 
on the stonés*of Manhattan has got to fight.

Itds 
a combination of Delilah, green Chartreuse, 
Beethoven, chloral, and John L. in his best 
days. 

In other cities you may wander and abide 
as a stranger’ man as long as you please. 
You may live in Chicago until your hair 
whitens and be a citizen and still prate of 
beans if Boston mothered you, and without 
rebuke. You may become a civic pillar in 
any other town but Knickerbocker’s and all 
the time publicly sneer at its buildings, com- 
paring them with the,architecture of Col. 
Telfair’s residence in Jackson, Miss., whence 
you hall, and you will not be set upon. 
But in New York you must be either 
a.New Yorker or an invader of a modern 
Troy, concealed in the wooden horse of your 
conceited provincialism.

‘Pay Is Nearly Doubled. 

The present day carpenter receives 50 
cents an hour. With an eight hour day this 
is $4 a day, or nearly twice the average pay 
of the old timer. His work is simple. The 
carpenter who comes to work on a modern 
building finds everything ready to his hand. 
There is no need for the elaborate too! chest 
of the days gone by and none for the old 
skilled hands and eye. Window cases, doors, 
partitions, ‘moldings, rails, and every con- 
ceivable thing to be used in the woodwork 
of the building are made and fitted at the 
mill. The window case comes in one piece. 
The carpenter takes it and fits it in place. 
Partitions come in sections ready to be 
fitted together, @s do moldings, etc. The 
carpenter fits them together. His work is 
not complicated. | 

But he: works under conditions so vastly 
different from the old timer that his work 
ig much the harder. He {s under the eyes 
of a foreman or boss constantly. The fore- 
man usually is selected because of his abili- 
ty to get results, no matter what his meth- 
od, for at $4 a day the contractor figures 
that he cannot drive a man too hard if he 
is to get his money's worth, This means 
that the carpenter always is working at 
high tension, and besides this he always Is 
Hable to @ischarge if he appears to lag In 
his work or for any other reason incurs the 
foreman’s d@ispleasure. It is not unusual! 
for a man to be hire@ one day and dis- 
charged the next, and it is seldom that a 
man works on one building for more than 
a few weeks ata time. Practically the only 
permanent positions in the trade are those 
in shops and large enterprises where the 
steady services of carpenters are necessary. 
The average carpenter of today does not 
count on being steadily employed through- 
out the year. |

Old Timer Had Better Job. 

To sum up the differences in the work of 
the carpenter twenty years ago and the one 
today. He gets $4 a day where his prede- 
cessor got $2 or $2.50. His work is not steady; 
the other's was. He is liable to discharge 
any time at any kind of ajob. Twenty years 
ago, when he started on a job he knew he 
could hold it until it was finished if his work 
was up to the standard of quality required. 
Now when he starts on 4 job he knows he can 
hold it until the foreman gets ready to dis- 
charge him. He never was “ bossed’”’ be- 
fore; now he is under the surveillance of an 
overseer.. Before he needed more tools and 
more skill. 8So in the matter of work he is 
less a craftsman than a mechanic, less an in- 
dependent factor than a cog ina wheel. de 
makeg more money when he works, and prob- 
ably total @r?nings for the year are a triffo 
more than in the old days. It takes him less 
time to learn his trade well, but the appren- 
tice rule forces him to serve the same number 
of years at beginner’s wages. His financial 
condition, then, is nearly the same, but the 
independence which his ability formerly gave 
him is lost to him forever. In total, he works 
harder and less independently for a little 
more money than he did twenty years ago. 
But even so he is certainly one of the favored 
among men in trades. .

AVING been a traveling salesman for 
nearly thirty-five years, I ought to 
be qualified, to some extent at least, 
to tell young fellows just starting out 
on the road to’ sell goods how to do it. 

But, after thirty-five years’ service, I must 
confess that I cannot tell any one how to 
doit. I can do it myself, but each man must 
sell for himself. He may grab valuable hints 
from the other fellow, but his methods must 
be his own. 

However, I have studied for years the meth- 
ods of men, the men themselves, their habits 
and peculiarities. Traveling men, aga class, 
are fuller of peculiarities and superstitions 
than any class, perhaps, in the world. I sel- 
dom have met a salesman on the road who 
didn’t have some freakish idea, some pet 
superstition, regarding selling goods, and 
srg er: them are worshipers at the shrine of 
* luck."* 

One of my best friends on the road isa shoe 
salesman—he is known to the fraternity 
everywhere—who would not think of attempt- 
ing to sell a bill of goods if he did not wear a 
red tie. He is a firm believer in red ties, and 
he wears one every time he starts to sell, and 
he believes that any man who wears a red 
tie can sell goods. Why, he does not explain. 

There is another man on the road—I have 
known him for fifteen years—who sells men’s 
furnishings, who would not think of smoking 
a cigar until he had plastered it all over with 
cigaret papers. I asked him once why he did 
it, for, before smoking a cigar, he spends, per- 
haps, five minutes carefully wetting rice pa- 
per and binding it around the cigar. He ex- 
plained that when he was first on the road 
he one day took a cigar from his pocket and 
started to light it, discovering that it was 
broken. He patched it up with cigaret papers 
and started out to eella billof goods. He had 
phenomenal sales that afternoon, and ever 
afterwards believed that he could sell goods 
any time he wrapped his cigars in cigaret 
paper. 


: * 
Luck Lies in Confidence. 


There is a lot in that sort of belief. I am 
not superstitious myself, although I always 


carry a wishbone in my pocket, but the man 
who starts out confident that luck is with 
him will sell goods, unless he loses confi- 
dence in himself. 

I have another friend who collects letter 
heads of hotels in which he stops. He never 
will write a letter on the stationery of the 
hotel where he happens to be, but will take 
a bunch of that paper to his rooms and write 
on the letter heads of some hotel perhaps a 
thousand miles away. Why he does it no 
one except himseif knows, and it constantly 
tangles up his firm, but he persists in It. 

Another “ crank” friend of mine always 
carries his owy pillow with him and sleeps 
On it every night after throwing the hotel 
pillows off his bed. Over fifteen years ago 
he Went to bed one. night and a pin in the 
pillow seratched his face. The pin scratch 
was the @irect cause of his losing a big order 
the next morning, and ever since then he 
has refused to use any hotel pillow and car- 
ries his own with him in his sample trunk. 

One of the oddest fads of a t@aveling man 
that I know of is that of a silk salesman 
who collects souvenir electric light globes, 
carrying off the bulbs from every hotel in 
which he stops and using them in his own 
home in @ smal) eastern city. He hag in 


Information Plan in Trade 


Builds Up a 


has been said the country has gone “‘sys- 

tem mad.”” Whether this be true or not, 

it is certain that the chaotic conditions 

of a few years ago are fast disappear- 

ing from the commercial world. It has 
been proved beyond question that what is 
everybody’s business is nobody's business, 
and that the best way to secure efficient 
service is to specialize the duties of em- 
ployés. 

In the small establishment, which s still 
under the control of its founders, empioyés 
“fall into” their duties, and each gives 
more or less attention to affairs not strictly 
his own. But in the large, organized pusi- 
ness, where the general progress sp a 
upon the simultaneous performance of many 
duties by many persons, work is, or ought to 
be, arranged so that one employé is not 
overloaded while another standsidle. If this 
is done judiciously, each employé will find his 
time fully occupied with his own duties and 
will not be able to deviate much from the 
path laid out for him.) 
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+ * 
Information Often Hard to Get. 

Thus it happens that, to the outsider, who 
comes in person to transact business at the 
store or office of the large concern, tere is 
an appearance of heedlessness which is most 
discouraging. The employés within hail are 
all busily engaged and dare not look up for 
fear the caller will take up enough time to 
prevent them from finishing their own work 
when they should. In some piaces there is a» 
desk near the door with a sign bearing the 
word “Inquiries” tacked on the front or 
hanging over it. Sometimes a boy or giri, 
whose principal duty 1s to address envelopes 


or index letter books, sits at this desk and ) 


wards off unprepossessing callers. As often 
as not, the chair at the desk is vacated, In 
short, when the would-be customer finally 
succeeds in getting hold of some one who is 
competent to do business with him, he is on 
the defensive himself and does not buy half 
the goods he intended when he came in. 

In order, therefore, to supply the obvious 
want of a connecting link between the vari- 
ous departments of a large establishment and 
the people with whom it aims to do business, 
some of the wholesale concerns have insti- 
tuted new departments called “ information 
bureaus” and placed competent men in 
charge of them. The néw pos!‘ion thus creat- 
ed calls for exceptional qualifications. An 
office or errand boy cannot fill it. Neither 
ean an inexperienced girl. To be valuable, an 
information clerk must be well stocked with 
information. He must understand the policy 
of his house jand its business system. He 
must know the men in charge of the depart- 
ments and their Acer pone, He must see 
the relation that each bears to the others. 
He must have some idea of the kinds and 
qualities of the goods they handle.

How Information Clerks Work. 

When a real information clerk sees a visitor 
enter the door, he ascertains his name and 
reason for calling. If the caller has come 
to make purehases, he is introduced to the 
salesman in whose territory he lives or to the 
house salesman who is most likely to please 
him. He also is introduced to the depart- 
ment heads whose goods are suited to his 
locality, and when one manager is forced to 
give his attention temporarily to some one 
else, the customer is not allowed to “‘ stand 
around,’’’but is taken in charge again by 
the information clerk and introduced to other 
salesmen or managers, so that his interest 


in the house, its people, and igs goods is kept : 


from flagging. Even the customer’s prefer- 
ences in the way of amusements are consult- 
ed, and if he is from out of the city, sugges- 
tions as to suitable places of entertainment 
are offered. 

If the caller at an establishment where 
there is an information bureau has goods 
to sell, he meets with the same degree of 
courtesy, though obviously there is little to 
do but introduce him tothe right buyer. If 
his errand is of the nature that would be 
classed as miscellaneous, the right man is 
found for him as in the other cases. In short, 
no matter who the caller may be, he is met 
with a welcome and put in the way of at- 
tending to the business which has brought 
him to the house. 


” . 
ClerK Has No Sinecure. 

There are other duties which the informa- 
tion clerk performs, such as keeping a record 
of the whereabouts ‘of salesmen and for- 
warding their telegrams and mail, but 
enough has been told to show that while the 
head of an information bureau has no sine- 
cure, his services can be made extremely 
These facts are appreciated by 
the houses which have installed Information 
bureaus, and the remuneration of the clerks 
is fixed accordingly. One prominent house 
has an information clerk, who, until recent- 
ly, was secretary and manager of a manu- 
facturing concern which employed seventy- 
five salesmen, and he finds opportunities in 
his present position to uge all the experience 
acquired in the other. In another wholesale 
store the information clerk was formerly 
head of a sales department. 

* 


Making Customer Feel Interested. 

The customer who calls on elther of these 
concerns is not allowed to gain the impres- 
sion that his visit is an unseemly interrup- 
tion, but on the contrary goes away with a 
feeling that he is closer to the house than 
ever before. The advantages of the infor- 
mation bureau as maintained in these estab- 
lishments are so pranounced that it looks as 
if business systematizers overlook an impor- 
tant point in not providing for one in every 
organization. . But even systematizers learn 
from observation and experience, and soon 
we may expect the information clerk to be 
as much a regular member of the business 
fraternity as the : , the bookkeeper, 
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his home almost every kind of globe known 
and on each of them he has pasted the name 
of the hotel whence it dame. He has some 
that will not fit the fixtures in his house, and 
these he had piled in ornamental fashion on 
a table.

Carfies.Own Phone with Him. 

Another man whom I meet frequently on 
the road is a salesman for a big electric fix- 
ture works in the central west, and he has a 
queer idea. He carries with him his own 
telephone and in some way he has achieved 
the idea that it bringg him luck. It is one 
of the English style of receivers that fits 
the head, and every time he gets into a hotel 
that has telephones in tWe rooms he dis- 
connects the house telephone and puts in 
his own apparatus. Just how it helps him 
I cannot imagine, but he thinks it does and 
that is the main point. 

One of the most energetic and hustling 
clothing salesmen in the west has an idea 
something “like that, and one that would 
cause the casual discoverer of his fad to 
think he fs one of the laziest men on earth. 
He carries around with him at all times 
an appliance for turning out electric lights 
and gas lights after he gets into bed. He 
reads in bed and when he gets through and 
is ready for sleep, he picks up his exten- 
sion apparatus from the side of his bed and 
turns out the light without getting up. 

But those fellows are mild samples of the 
traveling man crank. I know one fellow— 
he sells wrappers and corsets in the western 
country—who always carries in his right 
hand hip pocket a small copy of the bible in 
Russian. He does not read a word of Rus- 
sian, never was in Russia, and is only a 
casual believer in the bible, yet he never 
is without this volume, and on trains he often 
produces it and looks through it from begin- 


ming to end. He gets mad if any one inquires 


too closely about the bible.

I 
don't know what his idea or his syetem is 
in doing that sort of thing, but, as a matter 
of fact, I know of two instances where he 
has gained steady customers who clamored 
for him to sell them after he had packed his

A fellow named Crane, who is in the shoe 
line, has a queer fad. At dinner every day 
on the road he orderga boiled potato, sticks 
his fork into it, leaves the fork standing 
there sticking in the potato, and asks the 


‘ waiter to bring him another fork. He never 
-€ats the potato and he will not eat anything | 


until another fork is produced. 

Every one of those fellows is a great sales- 
man and every one attributes at least part 
of his success to his fad. I once knewa man 
named Wilson who sold chemicals, who had 
an odd notion. He always wrote his name 
on three lines of the register in the hotel, and 
Grew a double line through each name. He 
vowed that unless he did that he could not 
sell any goods in that town. He declared he 
had tried over and over again to write his 
name inthe ordinary way and that every time 
he attempted it he lost out on some big order. 

™ * 
Believes in Moving the Towels. 

But perhaps the queerest of all is a lace 
drummer from New York who covers all the 
big towns for his firm. He steals towels 
from every hotel in which he stops and car- 
ries them on to the next town. He will pick 
up two towels in Pittsburg, carry them to 
Cincinnati, and use them, leaving them there 
and carrying two Cincinnati towels on to 
St. Louis, and so on, never using a towel in 
the city where it belongs. 

Possibly these hints may help some young 
salesman just starting out on the road. Pos- 
sibly not—but, anyhow, you cannot convince 
their inventors they are not efficacious aids 
to salesmanship. 


ClerK Must Be a Diplomat 


8 much d@dplomacy and cleverness are 
needed to make a successful clerk 
or salesman as to manage the busi- 
ness itself. Not half the women who 
enter the retail stores to buy have 
a definite idea of what kind of an article 
they want, and an indifferent, unsympa- 
thetic clerk will have the effect of sending 
them out without making any purchase. 
They drift from store to store till.a clerk 
gets holt of them who knows his or her 
busines&—which is managing the customer. 

A man employed in one of the biggest 
jewelry stores is a good instance of this 
special talent, and the way his sales book 
registers success speaks well for the sense 
of his argument.’ For example, a woman 
came to him the other day with a request 
to see cuff pins, the cheapest gold ones he 
had. He spread out an assortment at 75 
cents, calling attention to their good points, 
showing interest in her selection. Then he 
added: “It’s too bad, seeing you are buy- 
ing cuff pins, that you didn’t happen in half 
an hour ago, for I sold the last of one de- 
sign that has been going like hot cakes, 
A dollar and a half—but they were beauties. 
I don’t know when I’ve had anything that 
seemed to catch people’s fancy so!” 

**Dear me!” said the woman, “I wish I 
had! What were they like? Are you sure it 
was the last pair?” 

‘I thought so,’’ said the salesman. “In 
fat¢t—if you will wait just a minute I'll look 
to be sure!"" He rummaged at the other end 
of the showcase and came back triumphant- 
ly. ‘‘ What do you think of that!’ he cried.

Rag Doll Industry of World 
Started to Amuse Children.

ROM a plaything designed to amuse two 
children originated an industry which 
has aitained a remarkable growth and 
become famous throughout the world. 
In a thriving little town not far from 

Oswego, N. Y., a unique and interesting busi- 
ness is being conducted by a woman. It is 
the’manufacture of hand made dolls, which 
are no more or less than an evolution of the 


rag doll of acentury ago, improved and beau- 


tified, but still bearing the hallmark of the 
old time favorite. The success of this enter- 
prise furnishes a striking proof that busi- 
ness genius is not confined to men. 

The business conducted by Miss Marietta 
Adams originally for pleasure has continued 
for profit. Although still a. home industry, 
it has become an established business of not 
a little commercial importance. Many wom- 
en are employed, and so great is the demand 
for these rag babies that it is almost impos- 
sible to fill the orders. The industry is a liv- 
ing example of the fact capital and a college 
education are not always neceseary to win

_. Started to Amuse Little Friends. 

There were two sisters in the beginning 
who started the work. One, Miss Emma 
Adams, was at the time a successful crayon 
and oil artist; the other, Miss Marietta, was 
a stenographer for a large western business 
house. 

The incident which led up to an independent 
business career for the two girls, occurred 
while visiting friends in Chicago. Just to 
give pleasure to some little folk several 
dolis were made. So attractive were they 
that friends desired to purchase them. One 
admirer took upon herself to show them toa 

store, with the result that the 


department 
firm offered a market at once for all the 
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dolls that they could make that season. 

In 1893 a collection. was entered for sale 
in the children’s building at the Columbian 
exposition. So great was the demand for 
them that with all the assistance at command 
it was impossible to fill orders. At the 
close of the exposition, to the surprise and 
delight of the young women, their work 
was awarded honorable mention by the 
World's Columbian Exposition commission- 
ers. Success continued to follow in the wake 
of the Columbian dolls, as they have since 
been called, and for the next five years the 
number gnanufactured was doubled, until in 
1904 it reached the 5,000 mark.

Dolls Attract Attention of World. 

Up to the fall of 1898 the mother and two 
daughters constituted the working force. 
Shortly afterward Miss Emma Adams, the 
pioneer of the enterprise, died suddenly. 
Since then a large force has been employed 
and artists engaged to paint the heads. 

Several years ago the dolls attracted the 
attention! of Mrs. E. R. Horton of Boston, a 
great doll fancier. So delighted was she with 
the Columbian dolls that she aot only added 
one to her collection but selected a fine speci- 
men to send around the world, to be placed on 
exhibition in cities and towns for the benefit 
of children’s charities. It started on its trip 
in March, 1900, in true American fashion, 
alone and unchaperoned, and spent one year 
in various estates, then crossed to the Philip- 
pine islands, and wherever Miss Columbia 
went she was the recipient of charming 
courtesy and innumerable attentions. 

These playthings are widely scattered 
among European countries and many are to 
be found in the collections of petted children

AVING received a definite decision re- 

garding an application for more 
money, said decision being dead 
against me, I resigned and sought 
work elsewhere. ’ 

For a long time I had been aspiring to be 
& managing editor. I had been everything 
on a@ newspaper except that and elevator 
man, and, as managing editors have no 
unions, that looked easier to break into. 

* So I located just the job I wanted, and the 
little toad jumped into the little puddle 
and became a big toad. 

That puddle was a muddy one and full of 


rushes. The town in which I was employed. 


to managing edit was across a river from 
a big town. Also, I learned early in the 
game that we were expected to get along 
without expenses except for printers and 
editors. The people who owned the paper 
thought it a shame to waste good money for 
news which could be stolen. 

It was an afternoon paper, and we had 
three reporters. The duty of one was to 
stab early editions of the papers across 
the river, of another to subsidize telegraph 
operators and others, by means of drinks, 
‘mio handing us out hews meant for other 
papers, while the third one remained with 
‘ne in the office and rewrote the stolen news, 
improving on it in spots and imagining the 
rest. 

Really it was good practice for that young 
Man. Gome day he shine on some yel- 
low journal, and, although I didn’t dare tell 
him so then, for fear he would ask for more 
pay, he did his work well and artistically. 
It was a better newspaper than the big ones 
across the river that paid real money for 
their news. Sometimes they scooped us, but 
I evolved a plan of taking papers two years 
olf, hunting up big stories that happened 
then, discovering a new angle in them, and 
then running them as brand new stories. 
In that way we beat their scoops all hollow.

Easy to Make Own News. 

Until July 4 I was a success managing 
editing. It got so that I felt aggrieved if 
“we had to spend 5 cents telephone tolls to get 

@ first page story, and I kept the reporters 
in the office rather than waste ear fare send- 

. ing them out to find news. We could manu- 
facture so much better in the office. 

But, on July 4, I made my faux pas—or ten 
strike, or whatever it was. We had decided 
to get out only one edition that afternoon— 
“at-4 o’clock—eo I let all the reporters have 
a day off. About the only thing doing in 
either city was a great fourth of July cele- 
bration out at Creighton park. I had the 
program in the office, a cut of the. park, a 
couple of photographs of eminent speakers, 
and two of the principal speeches of the 
afternoon. Really there was no use to send 
any one to the park, and, besides, the cere- 
monies did not begin until 2 o’clock, and 
that would make everything late for my 4 
o'clock edition.

RANK CARVER of Rochelle, Ill, has 

furnished a striking proof of the fact 

that it is not always necessary for a 

worker to have the most modern or 

costly tools in order to get the best 
results. 

Eleven years ago Carver wasa taffy maker 
at Rochelle. He followed this vocation to 
support an invalid wife. One day some 
women came along and asked him to pop 
some corn for them. He did it so well that 
he in a measure abandoned taffy making and 
gave most of his time to popping corn. He 
made a popper out of a wooden box witha 
wire screen bottom. He invented a swing- 
ing apparatus to which the box was hooked 
when the corn was being shaken over a hot 
gasoline fire. In that same wooden box he 
has popped thirty-three tons of popcorn that 
has filled 660,000 paper bags that retail for 5 
cents each. He has used 3,300 pounds of but- 
ter and something like a barrel of sak. 

* Within the same period he has served pop- 
corn to 33,300 passengér trains on the Bur- 
lington and Northwestern roads, counting 
800 week days to the year, and eleven differ- 
ent trains a day. He buys three tonsof corn 

/- om the cob a year and between June and Oc- 

‘ feber he purchases one tub, sixty pounds, of 
@reamery butter a week.

In the eleven years at which he has been 
at work popping corn he has purchased and 
paid for a house and large lot in Rochelle and

Down in Peoria there is a concern 
that makes automobiles in one part of its big 
factory and popcorn mechines in another. 
The other day this company shipped a costly 
outfit to Vancouver, another to Tampa, F'la.,

of road. We know before we start just how 
much work it is going to take to build each 
stretch that we must go over. Then we are 
ready to go on and make a contract. 

“<* Well, this is just what we did in this 
case. We figured the cost down low be- 
cause we were up against some influential 
competitors in fighting for the bid, and we 
left enough margin for only a small profit 
on the whole deal. But now, while the ex- 
penses have been quite up to the original 
estimated figure, the work has not progressed 
in the manner expected.

Goes Into Railroad Camp. 


“Of course I understood. Cunningham 
suspected his partners.

Good Method in Subtraction. 

Editor of: the Worker's Magazine: Herewith I 
send you one of the methods | have used for find- 
ing differences and for testing the accuracy of 
work by ordinary subtraction. 

‘Subtraction is well defilfed as a method of finding 
from two numbers a third which added to the less 
will give the greater. The methode of the books 
which require “‘ adding’ or * borrowing *’ and 
teach that *‘ subtraction is the reverse of addition "* 
may give correct results, but can hardly be called 
scientific. If we wish to find a number which added 
to 7 will give 18, we do not begin at 13 and count 
down to 7, but rather add to 7 till we reach 13. 
The logical method of doing this is to add a number 
which will make an even 10, as3, and thenadd the 
8 to the @ of the 13, giving 6 as the result. In 
ease of larger numbers the number first added will 
be the one that, with the less number, will make 
one unit of a higher order. Then by omitting this 
unit and the lees nuniber and adding the new num- 
ber to the greater we get the required result. 

For example, let it be required to find a number 
which added to 487 will give 762. We first note 
that 3 must be added to the 7 units of the legs 
number to make 10, and add the 3 to the 2 units of 
the larger number, giving 5 for the units figure of 
the result, next remembering that one 10 is added to 
the eight 10s from units place, only 1 must be added 
to make 100, and this 5 added to the six 10s of the 
larger number gives seven 10s of the result 
Again, 5 must be added to the 4 hundreds of the 
less number to make 1,000, and this 5 added to the 
7 hundreds of the larger number gives 12. Dropping 
the 1, we have 275, the number sought. For demon- 
stration or clearer iliuetration the numbers may 
be arranged as follows: 

The sum of two BUMDESLS. cc cccccacestcvccccecetGa 
Number to be added to 
Number added to make 1,000. .....-cecececees+-5lB 
Adding first and third, omitting 1,000.....,....275 

In practice it is not necessary to write the third 
number, but beginning with the units figure add 
to make 10, and add the number so found to the 
units of the first number. Then, if the sum ex- 
ceeds 9 repeat the process. If sum ts % or less add 
to make 9 in next column and add the tens of the 
first numbers, andsoon. A little practice will give 
rapidity and accuracy and afford an interesting 
list or proof of work by oid methods,

There are- endl directions printed for 
casserole codékery, most of which are made 
up of-intricate seasoning and combinetions 
of vegetables. This is an accicent of the fact 
that casseroles are made in France, ti.e land 
of the cookery famous for intricate blend- 
ings. Result, she who invests in a casserole 
can only find French recipes or adaptations, 
and the ordinary American per is 
not only without the mixture of vegetables 
and herbs required for every meat dish, 
but is apt to have a family in which the mix- 
ture of flavérs fe net appreciated.

Togs about with the fork and spoon until 
thoroughly heated and’serve.

In this case the full complement 
of godfathers, as well as godmothers, were 
chosen, all being from among their young 
friends, and not adding the relationship to 
that of grandmother and grandfather, as is

Carpathians, near the Galician 

borderland, workmen are building one of 

the strangest, most mysterious, and weird 

structures in all the world. What it is, why 

it is, and for what purpose no one in all 


across the plain towards the scene. Residents of the dis SS 
trict, excited over the mystery with which the building = 
had been surrounded, strove to lift the veil of secrecy ang 

discover what was going forward. They made attempts  — 
to learn from the workmen something about the “Castile 


of Mystery.” In that effort they made a discovery which 


the great plain south of Ungvar knows. 

There, within sight of the Carpathian hills, in a country 
almost devoid of trees, high, flat, desolate, and unproduc- 
tive, the Count Alexander Beregpok is erecting a grand 
3tructure: “ The Castle of Mystery ” it is called all through 
that district. The Magyar peasants and the gypsy tribes 
shun the plains; soldiers, encamped miles from the scene 
of operations, turn back all the curious ones, and these 
soldiers themselves are not permitted to approach within a 
mile of where an army of imported workmen are engaged 
in rearing the strange edifice. 

Count Beregpok is a member of one of the richest 
‘tanded families in the Bodrogkos, and the holdings of the 
family comprise tens of thousands of acres of wild land. 
The old castle of the Beregpok family stands on the plain 
of Bodrog, near the cultivated land, which it overlooks 
from an eminence.

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Recognized Authority on Masonry. 

The young count spent most of his eafly Hfe in Vienna 
and in Paris. Highly educated, a student in the strictest 
sense, he promised to attain prominence in the world of 
letters. At 22 he had won some recognition in Hungary 
by his writings, especially with his brochure on “* Early 
Masonic Lodges of Hungary.” At 24 he was recogtized in 
Parijs as an authority on Masonic history of Western 
Europe, and his investigation into Masonic rites among 
the Magyar‘tribes in the Carpathians was received with 
much interest by students. ; 

He early identified himself with Masonry, and his 
interest in the organization was intense from the begin- 
ning. Frequently he spoke of devoting his life to investi- 
gation of Masonic rites among the semi-civilized peoples 
of the world, and especially in China and in North America 
among the Indian tribes of the southwest. This, however, 
he has not yet attempted, devoting his entire time to his 
investigation among the people of his own part of the 
country. 

Part of the estates of the count were situated in the 
immense, almost boundless, plain that runs for scores of 
miles south from the foothills of the Carpathians. Two 
railroads cut the edges of the great plain, but it would be 
hard to find a more deserted, desolate part of the world. 
Moss and lichen, scrub trees, here and there a pool of 
water, grasses, mud—that is the country, a high plain, 
cold, wind swept, and almost useless from an agricultural 
viewpoint. Far to the southward, near the center of the 
vast plain, there arises a gently sloping hill on which is 
a spring that pours in a pure stream down the hiliside. 
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Guarded by Mounted Soldiers. 


Without warning, without notice, one day last spring, 
a force of cavalry from Eperjes was. shipped into the 
country. It established picket posts at short Intervals in 
a circle two miles around that hill, Then the railway 
“ goods” trains began to bring car after cart of stone and 
cement, all surrounded by heavy canvas and covered as 
if to hide it all from the eyes of the curious.

That added fuel to the fire of curiosity. People saiq ee 


that Count Beregpok was striving to build another tower 
of Babel. Others declared he was erecting a huge retreat 
for the Masons of the world. 

Members of the Masonic order who lived in the district 
talked with the builders. Whether or not they Were let 
inte the secret no one knows, but, after they had talked 
with the builders, they ceased to show curiosity any longer 
and strove to their best ability to quiet the talk of the 


‘others. Again and again daring persons strove to pierce 


the line of defense at night, but after three or four of the 
adventurous ones were captured by the mounted pickets 
and given lashings with whips, these efforts ceased. 

From afar it could be seen that the army of workmen 
was making rapid progress, for the outlines of a great 
building appeared, and soon the trains brought in and the 
carts carried away furniture paintings, draperies, and 
other goods. : 

Evidently, so the people said, the castle had been 
planned at Vienna, the stone cut there, the furnishings 
made there, else how could such a building have been 
erected within seven months? | 

But why any person should build a castle at a remote 
spot, practically isolated from all the world, in the middle 
of a vast desolation, they could not imagine.

People from Munkaes, and Ungvar, and Eperjes ven- 
tured out towards the castle site after the sol@iers had 
withdrawn, and some of them approached within half a 
mile of the hill. They found the whole hill surrounded 
by a wide ditch, filled with water, and on the other side 
they saw beautifully laid out grounds, with the grass ai- 
ready springing up on the carefully built slopes of the ola 
hill. At the top of the hill they saw a seven turreted 
castle of plain, fine hewn granite and polished marble. 
The building was severe, heavy, and without ornamenta- 
tion, according to the description of those who caught 
glimpses of it from afar, and over the grand entrance, 
they say, are carved the square and compass, the symbols 
of masonry. 

At all times guards patrol around the outer edges of 
the moat. serving simple warnings on those who ap- 
proach, not to make any attempt to cross the water.

moors to the castle. Who these men are, why they come, 


and what they do during their visits with the count in the 
“Castle of Mystery ”’ no one knows. It is known that no 
woman ever has crossed the moat or entered the castle. 

Whether the building of his castle is but a whim of 
the wealthy young nobleman or whether it is the rendez- 
vous of the leaders of the secret society to which he has 
devoted his life, the people have not been able to deter- 
mine. 

All that they know is that the castle is there, and they 
shun the moor more than ever.

“Tt is believed sincerely that the attitude of Em- 
peror William against Poland has sustained the czar 
in recent Russian moves. William, no less than Nich- 


4, olas, is interested in putting off Polish representation 


in the douma. What if in the German parliament there 
are fifteen or twenty representatives from German 
Poland? They are more than buried in that body. The 
Pole under German rule is as helpless as he can expect 
to be under Russian autocracy. 

“Germany has been as rigid in the suppression of 
the Polish language in the schools, in the churches, and 
in the courts as ever Russia has dared to be. It has 
gone even further than Russia—when the German gov- 
ernment appropriated 500,000,000 marks derived from 
the taxation of all the people, and which was to be ex- 
pended in the purchase of lands from Poles in order 
that German colonization might be stimulated to driv- 
ing Poles from German Poland. 

“Polish patriotism could not be counted upon al- 
ways -to defeat this governmental scheme. The spirit 
of the Pole has been always to cling to the land that 
was his father’s, but financial difficulties would entan- 
gle, and now and then the seductive influences of much 
money and the promises of emigration were sufficient. 

“Russia sought no more than this when she for- 
bade the Pole to buy land in Lithuania and Rus. She 
made only a slight concession when this ediet was 
changed to allow «he Pole to buy land there, provided 
that he bought only of a Polish landholder. One of the 
unforeseen results of this, however, was that the value 
of Polish lands in these provinces rose steadily, while 
in corresponding degree the value of Russian lands fell. 
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Denied Even Their Language. 

“low persistently the Pole has been legislated 
against by Russian and German machinery of gov- 
ernment is hardly to be better shown than in the sup- 
pression of the Polish language in the schools, in the 
ehurches, and tn the courts. For forty years Russian 
Poland has been without a language, and in that time 
it has been an infraction of written law for a person 
to speak the language or -teach it. Two offenses of

is eligible for that paper he must prove himself a loyal 
citizen and show that he is not under trial in any court. 
When so much has been proved the applicant Pole still 
has to pay 15 rubles for a six months’ absence and 30 
rubles if he shall be away one year. For many people 
in all walks of life this is not an easy tax, even when, 
under prejudice, the applicant has proved himself 
worthy of the paper. 

“In the old kingdom of Poland, which is under 
Russian government, there are ten provinces which have 
the civil Napoleonic law, but with Russian rules of 
court procedure. The three provinces of Lithuania and 
the six provinces of Rus are under the Russian law, 
though in Poland there is no trial by jury. while in 
Lithuania the privilege of jury trial was conceded ten 
years ago. Under the Napoleonic law, in the other 
provinces, a college of three judges, appointed by the 
government, passes judgment. 

“Just how the Russian and Napoleonic civil law 
may operate in contrast may be shown in the law of 
inheritance as it applies to the children of a dead father. 
Under the Napoleonic law, should there be a boy and 
a girl, each would come in for equal portions of the 
estate. Under the Russian law, however, the girl would 
get only one-thirteenth of the estate, while the boy 
would get twelve-thirteenths of it. Should there be 
two daughters, each would get her one-thirteenth under 
the Russian Jaw. while the cleven-thirteenths would 
go to the son.

“About one year ago parents in massmeeting in 
Warsaw passed a resolution demanding the restoration 
of the Polish language in the schools, and, in default 
ef the concession, deciding upon the boycott of all 
schools where the privilege of the language was re- 
fused. Naturally the concession was not made by the 
Russian government, and at the present time the boy- 
cotting of the schools in Russian Poland is a distinct- 
ly distressing reality pressing home to the Russian 
government. 

“In every one of the Polish provinces a4 college has 
been maintained, with its constituency largely Polish. 
Perhaps the enrollment of these schools has averaged 
not far from 500 under normal conditions. Since the 
boycott, however, they havé an attendance perhaps 
short of 100 each. The e of this boycott is appre- 
ciated when it is understood that the schools are majn- 
tained largely by the student fees, which range from 
50 to 100 rubles for the school year, the fees being 
larger in the larger cities and smaller in the country 
districts.

Seek Power Through Education. 

“In years past it has been customary for the Pole 
who could afford it to go abroad for the completion of 
his education. At the present time there is a greater 
pressure upon the young generation to leave home for 
its education, and in the mere fact of its going the 
conservative Russian and German are seeing a menace 
to the status quo of their dependencies. Time and again 
in the past the Russian government, which has denied 
political place to the son of a Pole, has found the neces- 
sity for calling upon the Pole specialist and scholar to 
fill a place: somewhere when Russian material was not 
at hand. But these places never have been in Poland— 
instead they have been far to the east, and the farther 
the better for all impinging interests. In this way, 
even where the Pole has forced recognition of himself, 
he has been expatriated still. 

-“But it has not/been easy for the Pole to leave 
his native country for any reason or cause.. He can-' 


that the douma is to be an advisory body merely, how 
it is that the Pole gets such promise and hope from a 
possible 10 per cent representation in that body. My 
answer has been that our hope lie® first and largely in 
the better brains of the Poles; and, secondly, in view 
of these better brains, that an advisory body having 
them may readily promise a far greater influence as 
time goes on. The opportunity must be first: results 
should follow if the Polish patriots are awake to it. 

“The church t a factor to be considered in all the 
problem. It is conservative in Poland, 4s it is in Rus- 
sia. In the revolution of 1863 the church was last to 
come forward with its influences, but when it moved - 
it came all the way. It frowned on the socialist up- 
rising in Warsaw last summer, but the priesthood has 
been with the genuinely patriotic meetings of the coun- 
try. When the movement has force to command the 
church it wil] not be found wanting. It will need only 
the assurances that the people are with it. ,

“Roughly speaking, the population of Russia is 
130,000,000 Russians and Russian Jews. In the same 
rough estimate there are 11,000,000 people in Russian 
Poland, of which perhaps 8,000,000 are Poles in the true 
sense, without other racial admixture.

Granular Medium of Space. 

Though Reynolds’ treatment of the subject in his 
main works is highly technical the fundamental. ideas 
are simple. That which we call “ matter” only occu- 
pies a small space in the universe as compared with 
the space which apparently is empty. Though the suns 
and planets appear large to us they are only relativ: Ly 
So, as the spaces they occupy in the universe are al 
most infinitely small compared with the vast spaces 
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TRANGE and mystical and weird as are 
the ways of nature as demonstrated in an- 
life. it is as nothing when compared 

the weirdness ef plants. 
weirdest family in 
worid are the cacti. The marvels of 
nature, the all wisdom of the power that 
" made the world, nowhere is so startlingly 

exhibited as in the cactus. 

In these days of novelty worship singularity is at a 
premium, and there is no plant in the World’ so singulat 
as the cactus. Here is the key to its present popularity. 
In highest disfavor fer years and years, tais most ¢curi- 
ous of plants-is now restored to heightened honors and 
basks in the radiance of the collector’s choicest smiles. 

Not for beauty does the cactus compete, not for its 
flowers and fragrance. It is for pure and simple weird: 
ness that a cactus collector finds charm in the object of 
his devotions. Yet of flowers and fragrance the cactus 
has an ampler portion than is usually imagined by. those 
who have but a nodding acquaintance with matters hor- 
ticultural. The most the average person Knows about 
cacti is that they are supposed to flower in a hundred 
years. But many bloom annually, while a larger number | 
flower at fairly short intervals, and the blossoms of all 
are so gorgeous in hue as to be well worth a few years 
of waiting.

‘Collects 12,000 Different Cacti. 


One of the most devout worshipers of the cult of 
the cactus was one John Nicolai of Germany, but recently 
dead, who devoted the best part of his career to the de- 
velopment of his favorite’ plant. So enthusiastic was he 
in the following of his calling that he left considerably 
more than 12,000 plants. These are aH of choicest yari- 
eties, the finished results of a lifetime's breeding and 
selection. 

It is said that at least 100,000 .plants must hare 
passed through Mr. Nicolai's hands. 

But the first men to see cacti were the natives of the 
tropics, and’ particularly the dwellers in South America, 
Central America, and the adjoining islands, whence all 
the other varieties of cacti, scattered here and there 
through equatorial lands, gre supposed to have sprung. 
And here are the cacti collectors of today, in Mexico, 
Brazil, and Peru, marshaling their forces of vegetable 
monsters to conquer the hearts of foreign flower lovers. 
The finest plant of a real novelty fetches famous sums. 

Yet the cactus has other distinctions besides queeér- 
ness and weirdness The cactus enthusiast finds in his 
pet plant one of the marvelous ways in which Mother Na- 
ture shows her wisdom and sagacity. displaying the 
germs of mind that are present even below the kingdom 
of vegetables in minerals as chemical affinities, move- 
ments, and fatigue, and flower more perfectly above the

plant world in the beasts of the field and the birds of the 
air, and in man, united with a fresh wave of divine life 
from God, realize their earthly perfection. 

Cacti usually grow in districts where rain is the 
exception rather than the rule, falling only at rare inter- 
vais. The, great power of the tropical sun draws out 
and soon absorbs what little moisture does descend, so 
that ordinary plants could not possibly Hve in the fiery, 
oven like heat of the Mexican desert.

Nature’s Marvelous Wisdom Siown. 


But nature, ever ready for emefgencies, has devel- 
oped plants which shall be practically storehouses of 
They are like the camels that 
travel for days without fresh drink, carrying with them 
their own decanters and coolers. .The cacti have quite 
dispensed with leaves because through them evaporation 
preceeds with rapidity, and they have become mere 
masses of green pulp. Months, perhaps years, pass with- 
out rain, but the clever cactus is not in the least bit 
troubled; it quietly draws on its own supplies of water, 
which are all sufficient until the rain comes again. Dur- 
ing this waiting time the cacti grow scarcely at all, but 
So s00n as the welcome downpour comes it swells with 
gratitude, seizes the opportunity to send forth many new 


shoots, and eagerly saps up. like a sponge immense quan- 


tities of water into its tissue by way of provision against 
days that are not rainy. 

The store of water which’ the cactus sets by throws 
it open to many perils. All sorts of thirsty animals

“The diameter ‘of these grains is shown to be 
the seven hundred thousand millionth part of a wave 
length of violet light, and we know that a wave of violet 
light ts one-six hundred and thirty thousandth part of 
an inch. . 

There are several different ways in which round 
particles or spherical grains, like shot, may be piled. 
What Reynolds ealls “normal piling’ _is such that the 
grains are placed in a set of squarely formed layers 
horizontally, each sphere resting on four in the layer 
below and in its turn supporting four in the layer above, 
these last four being vertically over fhe first four. 
Resides touching these eight in adjoming layers it aiso 
touches four in its own layer, making twelve in all. 
There are, therefore, ‘twelve grains piled around each 
grain.

Matter Is Absence of Grains. 


This regular or normal piling of the grains holds 
good in spaces where there is no matter; where matter 
exists this regular or normal piling of the grains of 
the medium is broken, and there is what he calls, “ ab- 
normal piling” of the grains; this means an absence 
of grains, for there is a less number of grains where 
the piling is abnormal than where it is normal; and 
as the number of grains present in a given volume of 
the medium determines the mass, of the medium an 
absence of grains implies an absence of mass. Where 
abnormal piling or absence of grains exists there is 
the appearance of matter. Therefore, matter is absence 
of mass. | 

An atom of matter consists of a nucleus of grains 
in normal pfling surrounded by a surface of grains in 
abnormal piling. The grains in abnormal piling form 
what Reynolds calls a “singular surface of misfit” be- 
tween the grains in normal piting inside, which form 
the nucleus. and the normaliy piled grains in the me- 
dium outsid® This “singular surface of misfit” is in 
the form of a spherical shell inclosing a nucleus of 
grains in normal piling. The surface of misfit, together 
with its nucleus, is called a “negative inequality” In 
the medium, and the magnitude of the “ negative ine- 
quality’ is reckoned by the number of grains which 
are deficient. which is a measure also of its lack of 
mass. Pach of these “ negative inequalities " is an atom 
of matter. These negative inequalities are shown to 
be permanent in the medium, thus being in accordance 
with the law of conservation of matter. Reynolds’ the- 
ory supposes the great majority of ‘grains at present 
to be locked in their places with no opportunity for 
At these sur- 
faces the motion is so restricted that the stability of 
the formation does not seem to be threatened seriously. 
There is nothing improbable, however, in the idea that 
in a medium of such high pressure and density in the 
course of time the abnormally piled grains by their 
relative motions may assume gradually the normal pil- 
ing arrangement, in which event we would have a grad-

know that beneath the cool skin of tae green, fresh cac- 
tus is a quantity of juicy pulp which will prove grateful 
to their parched throats, and hither they hie them in 
Search of aj drink. 

This is why the cactus is prickly. Quite capable to 
take care of itself, it effectually arms itself against all 
marauders with an array of formidable. spines, which in 
many species is little short of terrific. One particularly 
succulent and particularly well defended variety wears 
a coat of thorns which are over a foot long. Even thesé, 
however, do not quite defy the dauntiéss horse. He has 
shrewdly discovered that by kicking his hind legs be- 


tween the thorns he can reach the juicy stem. without . 


much risk of pricks. 

Even lordly man has his own troubles in reaching 
and capturing the clever cactus. He can manage its 
prickly armory with weapons of his own, but is fairly 
daunted sometimes by the stupendous size of some of the 
handsomest prizes. The giant of the race, a native of 
Mexico, is-aptly named Cereus giganteus.. This colossal 
plant grows to the height of seventy feet or more in the 
form of a great column, and a man standing by a fine 
specimen is quite dwarfed. A near relative of this giagt, 
although having an extremely different figure, is the fa-

ual dissipation of matter. Indeed, the phenomena of 
radio-activity seem to indicate that such is the case. 

This gfanular medium is not inert and rigid and 
lifeless. It thrills with energy and pulsates with uni- 
versal motion. It posgesses, two kinds: of motion— 
mean motion and relativenmotion, In addition to the 
mean motion of the mass wf the medium the grains 
have relative motion with each other. The mean rela- 
tive velocity of the grains is shown to be about one 
and one-third feet per second, while the mean path 
of the grairs, as compared with the diameter of the 
grain is shown to be only the four hundred thousand 
millionth part of the diameter of the grain. It & this 
relative motion of the grains which renders the me- 
dium elastic. This, according to Reynolds, is the only 
cause of elasticity In the universe. 

One of Reynolds’ most important steps toward the 
discovery of the cause of Pe alone was the discovery 
of the dilatency of all granular media. For instance, 
when shot or other spherical grains are put into a bag 
or other closed surface and shaken they settle into a 
close position, and when in this position the spaces 
which exist between the grains are extremely small. 
They may be said then to be in normal piling. If a 
bag is filled with small shot and completely closed, 
except for a small opening which does not allow the 
shot to escape and into which a glass tube is inserted 
‘o measure the dilatation, and colored water is poured 
in. through the tube to fill the interstices between the 
shot, and if the bag then is subjected to distortional 
squeezing, the water will sink in the tube. It is drawn 
into the bag to fill the expanded spaces between the 
grains when they are removed from the position of 
normal piling. In the case of a bag filled only with 
water the water will rise in the tube when the bag 
similarly is squeezed. The spaces between the graing 
in all granular media are enlarged when the grains are 
displaced from the close normal ‘piling arrangement 
by distortional squeezing. The maximum expansion ar 
dilatation occurs in granular media when the grains 
rest vertically an the top of each other“in the square 
position. 

This remarkable property of dilaten*y of all gfan- 
ular media was discovered by Reynolds, and is the 
prime cayse of the elasticity of matter. In order to 
get granular material under pressure. they must be 
bounded by a closed surface. “If, as in the universe, 
the grains inf normal piling extend indefinitely. there 
can be no mean motion of the boundaries, whatever 
the pressure may be; and thus the grains are virtually 
within a closed surface.” 
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Cause of Gravitation Discovered. © 

The greatest of all physical problems is that of 
gravitation. While Newton formulated the law he knew 
nothing *.8 to the cause of gravitation: and notwith- 
standing all attempts at the explanation of this prob- 
lem it has remained unsolved until now. Reynolds’ 
solution is complete. Newton, Laplace, and others sup- 
posed that masses of matter “attracted” each other; 
that some force called “attraction resided In masses 
of matter. Reynolds shows that there is no attraction 
resident in masses, but that where “negative inequal- 
ities’ exist in the granular medium there will exist 
a condition of “strained normal piling” itn the medium 
between the masses or negative inequalities phere ab- 
normal piling exists. 

This “strained normal piling’ will exist as curva- 
ture in the normal piling of the medium, which will 
produce certain variations and dilatations tn the spaces 
between the grains, and the pressure of the medium 
on all sides tends to annihilate this curvature or space 
dilatation and restore the medium to its normal piling 
The volume of space variation or dilafation Is exactly 
equal to the volume of grains absent in the negative 
inequality. 

There may be parts of the medium having an ex- 
cess of grains over the number necessary to render 
the piling normal, and these are called “ positive ine- 
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mous queen of the night, or night blooming 
cereus. This cactus is so called from the 
fact that it opens its blooms only during the 
houre of darkness, 

All through the daytime the plant refuses to display 
its flowers, but toward the witching hour of midnight 
the buda develop into rare blossoms of gleaming white- 
ness which emit a delicious fragrance. As the hour of 
8 approaches the short lived reign of the queen of the 
night is-on the wane, and by the time the sun is up the 
lovely flowers fade into limp petals.

““Old Man” Queerest of Cacti. 


Stranger looking object perhaps never grew on earth 
than the cactus which is called the “Old Man.” ‘This 
plant, instead of being covered with the ordinary prickles, 
is adorned with a mass of fine white hair, which resem- 
bles nothing so much as the silvered locks of an elderly 
man. A fine specimen of the Old Man in the plant king- 
dom, as among the human race, is a thing to evoke much 
admiration. 

Many of the cacti are most beautiful in the wonder- 
ful symmetry of thelr form. The Cactus echinocactus, 
so named because of its remarkable resemblance to the 
sea urchins or echinoids perhaps are the most attractive 
for the regularity of their form. Many of the species are 
absolutely circular in shape, with flat sides, each rib 
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qualities.” Caleulations are given to show 
efforts of the positive inequalities are the reverse’ of 
the negative inequalities tending to separate the posi. 
tive centers and cause the positive inequality to scatter 
through the medium. 
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Explains What Electricity Is, 

Blectricity is due to the removal of grains from 
one position in the medium to another position, the 
medium otherwise being uniform. This ts called a 
“complex inequality,” the number of grains tn excess 
in the one “being exactly the same as the’ number ab- 
sent in the other. 

Prof. Everett remarks: “It is coneeivable that in 
the rubbing together of portions of matter bullt up in 
the manner above described, a small cluster of grains 
may be torn away from its place and shifted to. an- 
other neighboring place. Two opposite disarrangements 
thus are produced. At the place from which the cluster 
has been removed surrounding grains are: pushed in- 
ward to fill the gap. At the place to which the cluster 
has been removed surrounding grains are pushed out- 
ward to make room for it. Hach of these two opposite 
disarrangements produces dilatation by rendering the 
packing abnormal.” 

Caleulations are given to show the intensity of 
effort to revert in the case of a complex inequality, 
and a comparison ie made of the efforts of gravitation 
with the efforts to revert of electricity. It ts shown 
that the effort to revert of the grains of the complex 
inequalities is more than one thousand Dillion times 
greater than that of the gravitating inequalities, 

Magnetism is due to rotational stresses in the me- 
dium between spherical clusters and surrounding grains, 
the stresses being opposite ways round in different por- 
tions.

Motion of Matter in. Space. 

The propagation of matter, such as the planets 
through space, is due, as Reynolds shows, to the same 
action as causes a bubble to rise in water. It is wave 
motion. A piece of matter is a negative inequality 
or crack in the medium, To illustrate this; if we have 
a row of billiard balls in contact, and allow another 
lot of billiard balls to impinge successively on one 
end of the row, the balls will leave or run away from 
the rear end of the row as the others strike on the 
front end.

and that !s what the singular surfaces which we call 
matter are—waves.

“T had this inclination for reading poetry rather than 
prose when I was still a young girl. I liked it and 
read it. I was in sympathy with the dreqms of the 
poets and their methods of expression from early 
girlhood. I was a confirmed reader of poetry long 
before I became convinced of the wonderful effect 
that it may have upon one’s appearance. I did not 


begin to read it in order to find a beauty recipe. . 


She should seek first to find something that will induce 
beautiful thoughts in her mind. and to find. this she 
should delve among the poets.” 

Tennysan is Miss Williams’ favorite, and Tenayson 
she would recommend te beauty seekers who become 
converted to the “poetry and beauty” creed. Brown- 
ing is also high in her estimation, and among Amen- 
can writers there is one above all, and that is Edgar 
AMan Poe. Of contemporaneous poets she has a dis- 
tinct admiration and liking for Rudyard Kipling. Kip- 
ling, essentially a man’s poet, appeals to the actress be- 
cause of his intimate knowledge and love of life and 
human nature.
